PREFACE, 


Tni! period fixed by the Punjab Governnient for the compilatioii 
of the ^setteer of the Province being^ limited to twelve months, 
the Editor has not been able to prepare any original matter for the 
present work ; and his duties have been confined to throwing the 
already existing material into shape, supplementing it as far as 
possible by contributions obtained from district officers, passing 
the draft through the press, circulating it for revision, altering it 
in accordance ivith the corrections and suggestions of rexiaing 
officers, and printing and issuing the final edition. 

The material available In print for the (?as 5 ctfeer of this district 
conaisted of the Settlement Reports, and a draft Ga^&Ueer compiled 
between 1870 and 1874 by Mr. F, Cunningham, Barrister-at-Law, 
Xotes on certain points have been supplied by district officers; 
while the report on the Census of 1881 has been utilised. Of the 
present volume, Section A of Chapter V (General Administration), 
and the whole of Chapter (Towns), have been for the most 
part supplied by the Deputy Commissioner; Section A of 
MJliaptcr III (Statistics of Population) has been taken from tlie 
Census Report j while, here and tlmre, passages have lieen extracted 
from Mr. Cunningham’s compilation already referred to. But, 
with these exceptions, the great mass of the text has been taken 
almost, if not quite verbally, from the Settlement Reiwrts of the 
district by Messrs. Barnes and Lyall. 

The draft edition of this Gazetteer has heen rcviseil hy 
Colonels Jenkins and Harcourt, and by Messrs. A. Anderson and 
L. Dane. ^ The Deputy Commissioner is rcapnsible for the 
spelling of vernacular names, which has been fixetl throughout by 
him in accordance ndth the prescribed system of transliteration. 
The final edition, though compiled hy the Editor, has been 
prepared for and passed through the press by Mr. Stack.

Of these, the one which, being farther from 
India, separates the upper valleys of rhe Indus and SatInJ, is common I v 
called the west Dm Hiinebyan or Zanskar range; whilo that which 
lies nearer the plains is known aa the PIr Fanj&l or mid-Himalayart. 

Ill Kaiigra the latter of these ranges is orcgraptiieally represenlod 
by the mountains wLieli &sparate Kiilti from Spiti and LahauL Jiist 
at tho north-ivest corner of Kdlii, iiwm monutaans put clF 
n branchp which, running southwards for about 15 mileSj separates 
Kutn from Bangihal. It then divides into two branches, one of wliieh 
cuntiiiniiig soiitliwan) divides Kulu froifi the state of Mandi, and 
t^rtdinates iipou the Bi^s, wiiile tlie otiler turns westwards and, under 
the name of the Dh^ola Bhir^ separates Kaugm from Chamba^ and 
tiltimately sinks upon ihe southern bank of the Kivi in the neiglibour- 
luiod of Dalhotisie.

Thu Btructnre of tliofc mountains is essentially differcnl from 
that of the lower hills^ Grfinito, the oldest rock, has pierced throtigli 
later forrunliuuBj and crowns the entire mass* The fianka of the range 
ooiifilat of slate, limestone, and aecoiidary sands tone in positioa 
■eeminglj' reversed to their natural armngement,—^that is, the 
sand stone, which was dcjMsiled latest and above llio rest,^ now 
occupies the lowest place. The heights of tbcfe riilges and tlTcintcr- 
Jyin^ valleys increase in a progrefisivn ratio afi they recede from the

Here and there, 
on crags more than nenullj eteep, will stand a hiU For^ once tim scene 
of border hopes and jealousies, but now a ina» of dismant ^ rmns 
deepening the original solitude of the piece. Oceasionally the hills 
subside into undulating knclb, scarcely to he distmgmali^ ffotn the 
level of the valleye. Here the accessible character of the country 
has early attracted settlers, and the whole expanse teem* witli the 

fruits of human industry, ,i * 

From this description of the Dbiola Dhir it will b# aeon ^ t lat 
it ente into two halves the ialuU of Baugihal, which, forming e 
portion of the K4ngra Mi, baa already bwn desonbed as tlie con¬ 
necting link between Kangra proper and KuJn. The northern half 
is called Bard BangAlial, and is aeparated to the east from Kuin by 
the Bari Bangilial ridge*; to the north from Ubaul l^v tbe mid- 
Himatayan range; to tlio west from Chamba by tbs Manlmaliea 
range; and, bv a line creasing the Rivi, froni that range to the 
Dbaolu Diiar. In Bara Bangihal are aituated the iiead watore ot 
the R4vi, which is already a good-sized river where it passes into 
the Cbamba State. Bara Bangkhal lias an area of i90 square mil<^, 
hut contains only one village eitnatod at the lowest point of the 
valley, some 8,500 feel above the sen, and mliabi^ by acme forty 
Kauet families. Fonr years ago a number of the booses were swept 
awnv, not for the first time, by an avolanohe. On more than three 
sides the monnlaina slope ateepty op from the very banks of the river, 
and rise into peaks of from 17,000 to over 20,000 feet la height. 

Near the bottom of eomo of the ravines tliere is a good deal of pine 
forest; higher up come long bare slopes, which, when tlio snows are 
melted, affotd splendid grazing for some three months for numeTous 
flocks of sheep end goals trom Mandi, Palam and Lower Bnngaiio]. 

Above these grazing grounds coma glaciers, bare rocks and fields of 
perpetual snow. The southern half of fa/Afl Bangahal is called 
Chliot4 Bang4hal, and is divided into two parte by a branch rongc of 
over 10,OOU feet in height thrown ©nt to the south by the Duaola 
Dhar, This ia the rouge which runs above Bir and Komandh, 
and by Futakal to Alandt. The country to the east of this range is 
known aa Kodh Sow4r, or Andarla and B4l»{rlagnrli, and conLiins tlie 
head waters of the Ul river. Some eigiiteen or nineteen small 
Tillages, inhabited solely by Kaneta and Daghls, are scattered here 
and there in the lower part of the valleys. The slope of the ground 
it every where very steep, and the general appearance of tlie eoiiniry 
wild and gloomy. Considering the eonthern aspect of the country, 
it is extraordinary that the glaciers are found so low down, and that

on Llie eastern frouiier. From tliis point ihe river pursao^t 
a iiotith-westerly course, and, piorcin^ the Jnwala ^liikbi ran^ of 
hills, descends upon tlie valley of N4diiun. Here the Jaswan chain 
obstructs its further passage to the south, and the stream trends to 
thn north-ivest in a direction parallel to tlte strike of the hilla» At 
Mirthal Gh&t beyond Eajfpiir, the hills subside, and the liberated 
river, sweepinj:^ round their base, flows in an iminterrupted tine 
towards the plains find the sea. The direct distance froin San^liol 
TO Mfrthal is about 65 miles, and the meandering line of the river 
nboiit 130 tnllefi. From San "hoi to Reh, in tlia Niirpnr the

Although the ciiiTeat is broken by frequent rapidSp there are 
forties along the whole line where boats ply with Bafety nil the year 
rniiiid. The highest place on the river where u boat is used i» nt 
Maudi-uagar, the head-qnartorR of Hie Mandi State, 2,557 feet above 
tho sea. The next point is Sanghol, where Kaugra proper begins. 
From Sang ho I to Mirtlial there are ele ven ferries, chieBy opposiiu 
large towns or ou high roads. At tho TIra ferry, communication 
by boat is suspended during the lieight of the rains, owing tn the 
dangerous velocity of the current and the rooky character of the 
channel. Between thcae ferries there are numerous petty crossings 
where travellers and goods are carried over on or inflated 

pkiuB. The people who work tlieso skins are Hind ns of low caste, 
blit bold and skilful iu tlieir cnllmg. They will launch out m the 
ht*avfeat Boods, when a boat would be ulterly unmanageable^ Tho 
plier balauces liimself wilb his belly tilting across tho skin, tho 
hands in front, and the legs uneuoumbered hanging ou the othor 
fiide« In hiif right hand ho carries a small paddle, and his Jogs are 
worked in unison ivilh the movements of the baud. Tho Imvelter 
flits astrule on the skin, iaclfning liiniielf forward over ihe balanced 
IxxJy of the conduetpr. Somotiines auclher dardi will accompany 
for safety, and carry the traveller's load. In violent floods, when 
the iVnives are high, accidentH sonietiinos occur; the skin comes in 
cuntact with a wave, and the shock unseats the inexperionced way¬ 
farer. But the plier aad hb skin leldom part conii^any^ and are 
almost sure to come to shoro^ These skins are made of the sewu 
hide of the btiBulo, rendered air^tighL 

The river is at tho lowest during the winter monthi of Dccemhcri 
Jputiary and February. During this season, the w'ater is clear and 
trauspareut, and murmiira geiilly over Htonj rapids, or reposes in 
deep lagoons.

These are the ouly perennial atresms^ and the voliimo of them all 
would not equal the smnllest ef the northern hEtuents^ 

Tho northorn tributarieBj except the Eipoa, on their conrso 
to the Bi4sr are all available for the purposes of irrigation. Tho 
Aw a and NfguL are proverhially the lifublora of the P&lan> rnfley* 

TLo Ban Ganga and the Goj do double duty^ and, after irrigating 
the upper valleys of fCatigra and Eih1n> deicend to fertilize the 
level expanse bcneaih Haripar called the Hal Don. The Dchri tho 
Blit add the Chaki, each nrcording to its extent^ diGTufie abundance 
along their banks. The Min and Kunak run tn deep ebanneUf and 
yield no water for purposes of irrigation, AH these streams 
Wome angry and dangerous toireuts in the rains. Those that rise 
in the snowy raego remain surcharge for days and atterly impas¬ 
sable. At ail times daring this season tbe passage is one of difliculty 
and hazard, parlicubrly in the upper part of tho river's course ; 
tJic bed of the at ream is choked with boulders thrown off from the 
nimiotaina above, and tlie fall is so rapid tlint few can steal with 
safety the Tclodtj of the current The footing once lost is never 
recovered; and the uufortunate tratelier U whirled to bis fate 
ngaiust the rocks below. Lower down^ when boulders cease and the 
BtreaiDS rnn smootlij inflated skins are used for cross ipg.

SECTION B,—GEOLOC^, FAUNA AND FLORA 

Otir Lnowt^ge ef Indian geology is as yet so general in its 
nature, and little hie been done in the Punjab in the way of detailed 
geological investigatioti, that it is impoasihb to discuss the local 
geology of separate dislricts, Btit a sketch oftha geology of the 
proTin^ as a wbolft has been inoat kindly furnished by Mr. Medlicott, 
Superintendent of the Geological Survey of ludiBj and is published 
iM e^fento in the Provincial volume of the dazetteer series and also us 
a separate pamplilet. 

Valuable metal ores are known toemtintbe Kangra lulls, 
and are worked with sufHcient results to meet the local demand^ but 
the scan tin ess of the orep andj whore tliia does not existf dilEcultieji 
arising fromtlio want of means of carriage, and scarcity of fuel In 
sutHclent quantiticB ID tbo immediate neighbourhood of the worfcs^ 
Lave formed btlberto an effedtual bar to the prosfjeet of profitably 
working the mines on a large scnle^ Iron is the metal most widely 
foiindj blit ores of antimony, lead atidl copper are also pr^nt. Gold 
too is fonnd in a mull quantitica luticed with the sand of tbe Bias, 
Coal, or rather lignite, is also produced, but in iti£.iguilicuut oiian- 
litiifs. Tbe Admiuistraifoo Report for 188g-B0 sbaw eight iron inJuas 
iu Bir Rangalinl yielding 90 maunds a tear j and 27 slate quarries in 
Dani aud el sow here, yielding 2£8pBOO elates anniial!v« 

Iron iu worked at several points in the DMoiu Dbir, but mere 
espoc]ally in a cluster of villager lying to the east of the village of 
iSirj wiiicli ia itself 20 miles in a straiglit liue from the Kdugrn fort, 
Tbe jiiiues of this locality wore scieutiBeaEly examined in 1083 by 
Wr, Macurdioti, of the Geological Survey, and were siibsoquentlvj 
m 105d, visited by a Commitlee appointed for the purpose by tlie 
riinjilb Government^ of which Mr* Mncardieti was again a meuiber^ 
being necompanied by Major Lake, ComiuiBsioiier of the division, an 
officer ol tbo Royal Artillery and two civil engineers. From the 
reports of Mr. Macardieu and the Committee, it appeatiB that the 
iron ore is found in practically inexhaustible supply. It is in the 
form of crj'stals of magnetic oxide of iron embedded in decomposed 
and friable mica scbista. The mining district exteuda for aome 14

the mines; and an uulimited and costless motive power for 
muchiuery ready to hand in tlio mountain fitreams which in tnauy 
cases (particnbrly at the Bir mines) pass close ta the scene of 
cxcuvatinn. Undonbtedly, tbo forests now in the immedialc neigh¬ 
bourhood of tho Bir mines are not able to supply n sntficienoy of 
charcoal to admit of an indefinite extension of the works^ on the 
native system. But tbe wastelblness of this system is prodigious. 
It appears that for tbs production of one ton of oriids iron* some 
28 trees bays to be saerificsd| while to purify tbe iron for the 
market a still greater expenditure is incurred.

from it abundant, aud the siiporiority of quiJity indisputablo,” A 
Liiotive power for the oeoeesory machJuury would be supplied by 
tbo Ul, a torrent whlob flows past Ibo bnao of ibe hills. 

Sand stone of vorbus degrees of hardness, and suited for 
building purposes, Is found throughout the district In the mcta- 
ffiorjihic strata of the upper Kdngra rouge linaestoao is found tit 
great obundaoco, ond a rock that reprosonls or ts associated 
with the salt reck of tbe noighbouring stato of Jlandi, can ho 
tra^ over the border from that eUito into Kaegra. lu the 
schistose strata of the snine range the well known alales of 
Dlmnnsjila and Nnrwana are fouud. Tbwa are more silioeoue and 
bardar than Welsh slates, but are all that coaid be desired 
in point of feasibility. Being almoet crystalline in structure, 
they are too coarse for many purposse to which slates are 
usually applied ; but in point of diirabilitT, from their hardness, 
they are superior to Welsh slntos- European capital has lately been 
applied to working slates at Kauiira with mucli success, Smaller 
r^iiarries are also worked by Datives on the ranges surroiindicfr 
Dharmsila, Tbo reccipu for the year 1883-84 were as follows’-^

1,152 has been paid for the destruction of 162 leopards, 107 
bears, 26 w^olves, 12 otlier animals, and 3,355 snakes. In 1855, 

150 bears and 95 leopards were killed; in I860, 127 bears and 
llO leopards^ la 1865, 163 bean and 126 leopards; in 1870, 

37 leopards. 

Game birds are peculiarly abundant, the omilhology of both 
hill and plain being richly ropreBonted-^ Several species of pheasant 
are found, among which are the mundt and argue, fa mo as for their 
plumage which fetch a high price in Europe, The most common 
epeoies, and indeed tho commoneBt game bird of tbo hiJls, is the 
w hite-crcsted pheasant* The red JuDgle-fowt is to be found in all 
parts of the lower valleys^ Of partridges many speciea are found, 
from the common thUc&r of the plains to the snow partridge of the 
Dp|>er Himalayas. The commonest are the grey and black epecies. 

Of quail, four species have been observed In the distrieij and of 
snipe fivos^ies. Dncka and geese and other water-birds are aeon 
iipoa iEie Bias at the seasons of migration at the beginning and end 
of snmmer, but not as permanent visitors. It will readily uader- 
stood that a few only of the more prominent species have been 
mentioned.

Tlie fhntiqniiiea of tho Kan/jra district diecDgsed hy General 
Cqnsin^hnm iii Iib of India^ pp. H 3 - 4-3 and in 

IjLs^ Arclifido<H^ RtporiE, 115 ta 152, 155 to 184: XIV, 

135 to 139, The following pa^jcs r^fer to Kancp^a Proper* Tha liis* 
tory of KiiUi, iJihniiIf and Spiti will bn found in Farts il and HI. 

Until the early years of the prceent century tlio greater part 
of Kangra Proper was parcelled out among Edjptit princes belooging 
to B family known by tlso generic oaiufl KaU>ch^ which traced tact 
no unbroken chain of descent to the period qf the Great War^ fifteen 
ceutiiries before the Christ!rm era* The original capital of the 
Kntoeb dynasiy wna at Jjilandimr in the plains; and the little that 
u known of its origin and early history has been stated in the G-nsset- 
feet of the Jalandhar district The later biatoty of the family 
belongs peculiarly to this districti thoogh it is not known at what time 
the restriction of the kingdom of Jalandhar to tho bilk took place. 'It 
is a popular Baying that between the Satlnj and the Cfaeuab^ there are 
twenty-two prinoipaUties^ eleven on either aide of tho BAvi, Mr* 
Barnes gives the eleven cts^Bavi principaliues aa follows*:™

This cluster of states is termed the Jalaudlmr cirele, in diatinc-^ 
tion from tlie eleven states beyond the Rkvij which are desigtiated 
-Dogra. Of these states^ those of Niirpur^ Sibsi Qoler^ Bangabal snd 
Kaugra fallgoagrapliieafly within the preseut tuundartes of Kaugra 
Proper, The states of Khngm^ Jasw4ti^ Uaripur, Biba and Uatarpur 
were sub-diviAions of the Katcch kiagdom^ and were ruled by scions 
of the Xstoeb family j thus, though the territories of Datarpnr and 
Juwin belong gwgraphically to the district of Hiishiarpiir^ their 
history is ^ intimately oonuected with that of the Kangra families to 
be cQHvejiiDiitJy separated. Amongst one asscmblaga of kings 
EdngrBf the tirst, the oldesti and the most extensive ia the ackoow-^ 
lodged beadj as Jammu is considered paratuount among the dommiaus 
across the rivers According to tlie IcHsiial legendj the Katoch family^ 
as the house of E4ugra is designated j ia not of humau origin. The 
first Raja sprang to life iu full proportions^ like hOnerva from the 
braiu of Jove, created ftom the perspiration off the broxv of the 
goddess enshrined at Kangra. His name wsxg “Blium Chand/* the 
pt^ogenitor of a line of 500 kings, whose names aro recorded in ola- 
borate lists. The andenl name of hia ktiigdom was " Trigatt/' bein^ 
an evident attempt to identify the dynasty with the princes of 
Trigartn,^^ ujeotioned m the hlahdbhsnit.

Jaswin. ^‘Many cOiiturLes ago/’ writes Mn Barnes, ^^ao long ago 
that all coosauguinitj has ceased, and mtentiarriages take ptaco 
even among a people to whom luarringe ivllh blood relndoii.^ 13 a 
heiuoiiB cHmOj a member of the Katoch fnmiij serered hiniaelf from 
Kidgra mid set tip au indef^oudetit State in JaswAo.^^ After Jnswan, 
the next aepuratiou waa that of Golcr or Harfpur^ This event Jlr.

^■Hari Chnnd, the Baja o| Eingra, was hnatbg in t)ie neighbourhood 
oi flftrsar, ft village of Goler, still fftuioits for its eitensiTe woods stocked

«d by his caai|MinloDS. After a long, hat fruitless search, the party rettinifK] 
to KdiigrUr impresaed wfth the belief that the king liad fallea a Tictitti 
to Setae beast of pray. His loss was mcurneit as one who wag dead. 
faqcnl titcs nattf eompletod, and hts bfother Kerain Claaud ascended tko 
throne nzuidst the coDgratulatrol^ of the coantrj^ Meigwhile Hari Chand 
was still ftlwB ; and after the lapse of seversL days—tho legend Baja twenty- 
two ( an evident exaggeration)—hia prc«Giic«f m the well was discorored by 
ftomc shepherds who managed to extncite hun. His positioa wna embamsa* 
ing. His Dame had been effaced front the ixiIIb of the Uving^ and another 
ruled in hifl stead, A return to KAngra wotdd eause obvious confusion 1 so 
he wisely resolved not to attempt the recovery of Ills birthright; but select¬ 
ing a spot on the hfuiks of the Ban Gnnga, opposite the district capital 
of Gciler, he built the town and fortr(h°s of Harlpiir, csUik] after himseJF, and 
thonoelorward the head-quarters of n separate principality. jQ^us tlio elder 
brother reigned at Harfpur over much etnaflor territory, and tho yonngw 
brotlier sat, by an accident, on tbe hereditary thruno of the K stocks. But 
to this day Goler (is tho Hartpar comitry Is tisually called) takes precedence 
of KAngra. Oolcr is the ^iot twanch, the head of tlie house, and on any 
oeeaaiou when etiquette I9 observed, the Br^ place Is unmimoualy ixtioeded 
to Goler.”

The hillsj heweTorj do not appear to liave been thororaghly 
eubjected to the LnpetUl rule until tlii tirac of the Great Akbnr in 
A.D. 1556 p Ferislita UArrates that in that year the young Einperor 
himself headed an e^epedition against Kangraj subduing tlia country 
and recoifiug tho Katuch Clncf^ Dhariii CliunJ, ivith favour and 
liberality. In his reign tha fort of Kaiigra was perranuCDtly 
oocupied by Imperial troops^ tho fmitful valley was reserved as an 
Imperial Eiemesue^ and similar aon fiscatloUBp proportioned to their 
meauB tvere made in tlio territories- of the other hill diihffs. These 
arraugements are said to hsve been completed by Todar Alai, 
AkbaFtt celebrated Chancellor, and there is a current saying in the 
lulb that, when ashed by Akbir as lo the result of his ntilgo- 
ciadouBj the minuter replied that '* he bad cut off the meat and left 
tho bancs,expressing, by a happy metapber^ that be bad taken 
the rich lands and relinquished only the bare bilk. Still the remote- 
ne^s of the Imperial capital and the natural strciigth of the country 
must have cncoumged the RAjpiits to rebel ^ for iu A.D* 16 Lb 
and 1628, we fiad ibe Emperor Jahangir engaged iu chasUsing 
tho hill priuceB| and in rl^dul:i□g the hills to proper suhj^iieu. 
Twenty-two chieftains on this occasion promised ob^ience aud tri¬ 
bute, and agreed to seud hostages to Agm. A gato of Uio town of 
Kiikgra b still called, in memory of this visit, the Jaliaiigiri 
Darw6:Sa^ So fascinated was the emperor with tho beauty of the 
valley, that he iutendifd at ouo time to build in it a summer 
residence. A ocmmeuoeitieiit was indeed made* and the site of the 
proposed palace is Btiil poiiktod out iu the lands of the village of 
Gargari. Probably the superior attractions of Kashmir whicli tho 
Emperor IminediBiciy afterwards visitodj M lo the abandoumeut of 
his deaigin 

During tho succeeding reiga of Shahjahan, when the Mughat 
power AtLiiucd the highest pilch of prosper!tj", the vigonr and method 
inauifeBt in every hraueb of the Qoverumeut wore felt aud acknew- 
lodged even iu tins extremity of tho empire* The hill Eajos by 
liiiB time quieilT Bottled down into tho poaidomef tributaries, and 
tlio ediclt of the ^m^^ror were received and executed with ready obedi¬ 
ence* Tliore are j>ateiits (ranads) sitVl extant, {B^ned between the 
reigns of Akbar and Aumug^cb, ap|ioiiuing individuals to various

With cbaractoriattc Stkh adroitne^ Giirhakh^h Singh procured tt\e 
BtirreDder of the fortre^ to himself for bis maater, not to Sansar 
Chand, Jai Singh held tCangra until 1784^5^ wheu having been 
dofeatad near Batik by AlHlian Smgh^ Sukarchakia, aided among 
others by Sansar Chaud, ho withdrew from tho hillaj leaving Kangra 
iu the hands of ita legitimate prinoe, to whom it was thus rcatpred 
about two contiiries after its occupation by Ahbar^ 

Sauskr Oiiaud, a man of couBidornblo amhiUon and no sinall 
abilitji woi now in u positigu for which be had long bceu striviug. 
The aaquiaition of this cekbratod atrougbold campleti^ the integrity 
of bia cMicieut domraionB ; and the prestige whiob attached to the 
pi^ession oftbo fort from itA reputed atrenglh and ita long nssociation 
with imperial power^ favoured hia aeheines of aggraadlBeiocnt, He 
orrogaied to him self the paramonut authority in tliese hills^ and re¬ 
vived the letcal tradkiuu which placed Kingra at the head of the eleven 
JaloudliRT principaliuee^ Heaeked for hiniBelf the landa which Tcdar 
Mai had $et apart aa ixnperia] demesne, and by aasiduouflly pressing his 
claim to HUperiority succeeded in levying tribute from all the sur¬ 
rounding chiefs. Every ycar^ on fixed occuwions, these printed were 
obliged to atteuil his Courlj and to accoiupcuv him with thdr cou^ 
tingeuts whenever ho undertook a military expedition. For twenty 
years be reigned supreme throughout Lheao hi9Lj| and raised Lis natne to 
a iieight of renown never attalued by any anccator of his race. Had 
he remained ceutent with these lurcesses-i he might still have beneath- 
od a^ princely luheritauce to bis dcAceiiJants j but his aggressive 
nature vim about to hriug him in colUaion witEi powers mightier than 
himself^ and to sow the seeds of that decay wliioii in the present tiiuo 
has overtaken hk family. In A-D. 1303 he made a descDot upon 
the Bari Duab, but was q[iick1y repelled by the far&ea of Kanjit Singh 
who had already become the terror of tho Paujib. In the following 
year he again attempted to estabtieh himself at HugliiArpar^ but wm 
iigaiii obliged to retire on the approach of Banjti Singh with other 
Sikh confederates. He now abandoned hb design upon the pkiiie^ 
but lei 1305 foil upon the hill a late ofKahlurj half of whose pos^tes^ ions 
lie on thie bank of tlie Sattaj. Having sei 2 ^ the taUk^ of B4ti con^ 
tignous to hU own district of Mahal Mori^ lie built a fort to protect bk 
Conquest. Kahlur not being in a poaitlon to resent tliis iusuUj solicit¬ 
ed tlie aid of the Gurkhas^ who had already overrun the htik between,

BuUhe Gurkh^ifl preasfd 
mi for Kot Kiiicira^ hefiping tip their comiriiiiiicntioa with Biiaapur 
oa the SntUj. TJie thfimory of the disai^trotiB dajs which tiien 
followed stand out m a landmark in the Annals of the hlJhi. Timg 
is computed with ^efeTe^ce lo that period, and ererj nifarei-tirrie 
is jt!fitly or nnjiifltlj ftscribed to that prolilic source of mijiery 
nnd di^LreSH. The Gurkhas prepared to cstahlislj their enccoss. 
Certain portions of the connlrv were subdued and held by them : 
other portions, iDeluding the fort of Kingra and the prmoipal 
strongholds^ rernnined in the hands of the Katocliea. Each parij 
pltindered the districts held by ihe clW to weaken his adiersary^ 
reaoiircefl. The peopioi harassed jmd bewildered ^ lied to the neigh- 
bouripsg kingdom^} Bomo to Chambn^ some to the plains of the 
Jalandhar Doab. Other hill chieftainfi, inoitetl by Ssnsar Cbaiurs 
fornief oppreA^ioDS, made itiroada with impimitjf and aggravated the 
general disorder. For ihrce years ihJs atate of anarchy coniianed in 
the fertilo Talkjs of Kangra : not a blade of enkivation was to bo 
seen! grass grew up in the towns^ and ligrssse# wbol|ved in the 
streetfl of Kadnun^ At last, rendered dosperato by his drcuui- 
fltanceSf the Katoch chief inroked tbe Rucconr of lianjlt Singh. The 
Siklis entered Kangra and gave battle to the Gnrkhas in August 
1809. The Gurkha artoj, exposed to the malaria of the vaiky^ had 
suffered severely froia sickness. Fever had decimated their rauke 
and prostrated the strenglli and conrsge of the survivors. Yet the 
field was long and forionsly conteeted^ At last fortune declared iu 
favour of the Sikha, and the Gurklnis were obliged to nbaudou their 
conqneats on this side of the Satlaj. With this battle thu iiidepen- 
d^mee of Sanaar Chand ceased far ever. Konjit Singh waa not the 
man to confer so large a favour for Dothiag* The hill Baja and his 
Sikh Ally started for Jawala Mnkbi) and there in the LlIj temple 
Ranjft ^ingh exocoted an ngreementj etamped with Iiis own hand 
dyed in saffron» Ho vesorved to himsetf the fort of K^Esgra, and 
1 he fiixlT-ai:^ villager from the valley allotted by ancient usage for 
the maintenance of the jiptrrisoii | but in other re^^ecia gnarantced 
to Sansar Chand all liis hereditary domioione, and ail his couqueati 
free from any conditioii of itervice. In that very ytar^ howtVvrj 
Ranjit Singh departed from hia cngagcTueiitpi and year by year 
encmached more and more on the iLitoch chiePa iadepoudonce. 

Aci^oEiltian ol the j the surrender of the fort^ Sansar Clmnd not only sealed the 

(lidiricL by Jbuijit n^tuirya of his own housCj but precipitated the downfall of the other 
fiiaifh.

TheF^ lands form the jd^ir of Raja Jai Singh^ the present 
representative of the f&uiily. At lha commencement of the cold 
fveitson ot 1815, Eniijft Singb apjKjinted a grand rend^^voue of all his 
forces* peraonal and tribnlary, to meet at Siiilkot^ llio hill chieis 
among the re*t being expected to attend at the head of their respeo* 

Uve contiogeiits. The Hajfts ofNdrpnr and Jaswin failed to oliey 
tlis iini^BTioiis snmmona, and a pennlty for their dieobedieiico 
Ranjit Singh iinpo&ed fines designedly fixed beyond tlieir ability to 
pay. Raja Umed Singh of daawan meekly iuccnoibcd to bk fate, 
and reaigaed his dominiona to the Qsnrper, receiving a jd^tV of 
Its. 12,000 [>er annum. But Bija Bir Singh, of Hurpnrj wng made of 
sternar atulf Alter vainly endeavouring to jmise the iniquitous 
demand T even by the sale of his sacrificinl vef^sels, be waa sent to 
Nurpnr aceompanied by a Sikh army nnd obliged to give up the 
fort. Lhirinrr ilio night, however* he contrivod to efiect Ida escapo 
Into tho iieighliouriDg atato of Ch.imbn, where rsllying Ids subjects 
he made ii despernto attempt to recover Ida birth-right. But the 
tacLici^ and reaource# of the eiraple hill chief wera no nintch for 
the diacipllnod skill and voteraa battalions of Ranjvt Siugh. He was 
liefitcu oiuJ fiwcod to fly in disguise through uufrequented maiiiitain 
piitiis, to British terrHlory on the east of the Sailnj. 

In Decemticr 1816 Bsja Bir Siugb was at Ludbiiua plotting wilh 
Shall Shuja, the ex-King of Edbal, against the Government of Ranjfl 
Sitigb who coDsldetcd tiieir m&eldnationj of sufficient iuiportauco 
to bo innttor of correspondcaco with the British Agent, fiir Singh 
Was sdvised to leave LudJiiina, and was told that while we allowed 
hiin an asylum within, our territories be could not make use of bis 
security to endanger the peace of other countnee. After tins inti- 
maiiou, the exiled liaja retired to Arkfj^ the capital of the petty bill 
State of BhigaL Here lie lived ten years in constant correspou* 
dence with his wazirs^ and never abandoning tlie hope of ultimata 
successp In A. O. 1826, cucoumged [probably by iho dangcroua 
illiirefla of Ranjit Singh, the Raja determined on another struggle for 
hiis principality.

he crossed the SatliJ with all bis household and retamers, and sought 
a refugB from oppression wiihin British territory* Banjil Singh 
and bis ndtiistera were foiled and euruged i but the person and bormur 
of tba Katoch Baja were aafo beyond their reach« His eonntry lay 
defenceless at iLcir feet, and was imicedbtely attached in the name 
of the KhaUa. To persona nnacquainced with tl^ prejndicea of 
the bids, it may appear unaccountable, that a kingdom, coantry, 
home, kindred and frionds, should bo deliberately relinquished, iu 
order to maintain a point of etiquette. The family of Dhian Siugb 
were B^jpiiu Iegitin»ately Jusoendod from the royal boii£e of Jammu i 
and it appears scarcely an act of preiumption tbit be, the power¬ 
ful nduistor of Lahore, with no blot on hii escutcheon should aspire 
to obtain a Katocli princcBs for his son* But by imn^niDrial practice 
among the bilL clieifs, the dangbLer of Ihe Raja imn only marry one 
of equal rank with her father, and any chief who ebould violate tlib 
rule wuutd most aasuredly be degraded from bis coiitA.

The first Sikh war ended in JlarcL 1846 in the occupation of 
Lahore and the cession to tie British Goraruriient of tiie Jalandhar 
Doab and the bills between the Satlnj and tljo Havi. The oconpa^ 
tion of this district, however, was not enlirely unopposed, Notwiih- 
BfetndiDg the siiccesBee of the British anna and in despite of the treaty 
iliotated at Laherc, lie commandnnt nt Kangrn, relying on the tim^ 
honoured prentigo of the ibrt, refused to surrender. TIio garrisem at 
Kotin (dsD followed his example. The British Besident eame up in 
haste, and Diwaii Diuau&Ui, the minister at Lahore, exercised both 
auppticalion and raenace. But not until after a delay of two moniha 
when a British brigade lad inrosted tie fort, did the resolution of 
the Sikh governor give way, and Jie then agreed to evacnafe, on 
condition of a free and honourable passage for tiiinself aihl bis men. 
Alter the surrender of the fort, a native infantry regiment was sent 
to garrison it, and a detachment of eighty men, under a European 
officer, Was posted at Kolia, A full corps of the line was also station¬ 
ed at the Fort of Ndrpnr, ami orders were received to raise a Jocat 
regiment from the militaiV population of the htlls. For civil manage¬ 
ment, the whole of the hill tract between the Satlajand Rivi (except¬ 
ing die Jaswan valley) was constituted a separate district, of which 
Lieutenant Lake, Assistant Commissioner, was placed in charge. 

At the beginning of 1848, the hills were supposed to be suffi¬ 
ciently peat^blfl to permit of a reduction of the military force. 
The lino rvgiDneut in ocenpatjou of Kingra waa removed lUogetJter, 
and the hill corps, then orgonined and disciplined, was directed'to 
receive charge of the fort. The garrison at Ntjrpur wjie also re- 
duwJ to three Nnipanies, detach^ from the head-quarters of lie 
regiment at H^L|iur, TiVIicd, however, in April of the same year, 
the Multan icunrreciion hroke out, and the second Sikh war began, 
three Companies of the line were ordered immediately froni the S8th 
Regiment at Hushiurpur to garrison the fort of Kangra, and the 
hill regiment went back to their cantonment in tie valley. As the 
insurrection epmad in the plains emissaries from the lenders of the 
rebellion were sent iuto the hills, ineJliug the hid chiefs to rise 
against tlio^ British Govern meat, and promising them reatcration to 
their hereditary kingdoms if the rebel lion should prove snccesafiil.

The agrrcidtural cl Ruses have usually three 
mests a duy. Before ^oing to tlieir tnorniug work the men partako 
of some btflad renerved from the evening repeat. This is cnlied 
dhfdidtv or vdohdrL At twelve o’clock is the first full meiil, 
genenilly par taken by nil the household, consisting of rice, or rice 
nnd dAl (split pulse, usunlly uruif or or eakea made of 

' wheat or maize. In the evening there is m snpjier, nccording to 

taste, iu which, however, rice aeldom appears. In most parts of 
the hills the people can secure fish, which geuerally forms a constU 
ttrent of their diet On festive ocensioos they will kill a goat, which 
they consider very superior to miiltou. Linseed oil and rape oil 
are also used instead of irM by the poorer classes, but most 
families mn now ftjford the fatter luxury. The fine rock'Salt of 
tlie^ Punjab is less nsed than the htandl suit, of wliich nearly a 
moiety consists of earth nnd other refuse matter. The salt it dii- 
rnived, and the brine, after being refined from the earthen particles, 
is mixed willi (he food it is iateuded to season. Tobacco is in very 
geneml nsa among men and women alike, though iu the higher 
ranks ^cf life the women nffect to repudiate its use. There is a 
prejudice against on lent nnd carrots, which bo Uiucld, except of the 
Joweat clnasj will touch. Turmeric it a condiment iu large request 
and is seldum nbeeut fretn any meal in the houseliold of tlmse wiio 
caa afTord it, Tlie Ghiratlis, and nil the 8fidm tribes, together with 
die Bhojkis nnd Gaddis, are great consumers of wine, No other 
class ojiculy acknowledge its use, though many drink it secretlv. 
The following note regarding the food of the people was fiiruiih^ 
by the distriut authorities for the Famine Heport of 18/9 ;_

Two «" mom turbans of different colonra are 
oflea artistically miicd together, and bonqd Tonnrd the Itend so aa 
to disfilay tlio colours to adrantagOi nud to fall in heavy, yet gmoe- 
fnl ftilils over the right ear. The usual miKtnre is a red gronml 
with a white exterior turhan, aikI the effect is always becoming. 

Like all other faslibns, it ia sametiracs ludicroitiJy eTcaggerated, and 
a hfil dnndj has been observed with as many as aevea tnrbaus of 
different bue#, not very judiciqttply ebe^ten^ wrapped round his head. 

Tim hill people nre also very fond of wearing colonied vests and 
acarfa. They also adopt the eflemtante liabit of wearing earrings of 
gold, graced sorne times with pearls i nnd those wiso can afford It 
will display gold or sUvor bracetclSj aud necklaces of alternate beads 
and gold.

The wsnlt ol tliia is^ that it l^ccomesi most dil^eult to obtain a f;>nitihle 
mslcli for hish-bom pth^ and there can be no doubt, 1 thiak^ that the 
custom of infaatidde ia hy no means extinct. It b, however, practised in 
a nmeh mnife sdentifio method than in former dnp. It was not long ago 
that a case of this kind was bmaght before me in which there was evidence 
to show that the woman had deliberately prepared to put an end to the 
child's life if it shonLd tom out to be a gtrl, bm it aetnally did. She d&g- 
crihed hciw a female relative of hcr'fl had adrieed her to starve the child, 
roll over it, fling it abont, ind if these methods had not the de^Eicd rcflidt* 
give ii some opinm. In this ease she happened to be discovered, but it 
is most probable that there are many such wbieh elnde detection. Tho 
ffysleta imopted for piyvention of the criiue can only operate aa a paTtial

Polyandry is never practised in this part of tho difitrict, thongh f'cljandry sM Polj- 
it is practised in Searaj. It is not ttocoinmoni however, for a man K^n^y- 

to sell his wife to any one else who makes a fair bid for her. Some¬ 
times such ngrcemcQis are executed on stain ped paper and presenied 
iHir registration! Polygamy is considered allowable, and is more or 
less practised among nearly all the tribes. Tho difiiculty of pri^ 

Turing wives acts, however, as a coneidorabb check upon tbia 
practice. 

The following is a brief sumiimry of tlie custom prevailing in 
K^ngra proper regarding inheritaucej righis of widows and daugh-^ 
ters, puivers of gift, adoption, &e. Except iti those talAias of

Finally Rniijil tStiiijh yi^ited 
it^ and imder bm orders the domes of the tern plea hero nud at Jawala 
Mnkhi were "tldad, Sab^cqncntly the devotees from Amritsar 
subscribed to^eihor and presented the teinpEo with a marble floor. 

It IS worth roni^Up^ that the town of Kan;Tra^ where the temple ia 
flztnatedj was originally known a a Nagorkot, and the Katmdi llajeH 
und the BratiniliiE of tJie Ticinity were distin^^iiiahed by the some 
name. It is said that on the spot where the fortress stands the 
Rakuha Jalandhar met with his deaths at least bis body ci>vered 
many leOj^u^'a^ but bis head ia said to Itave juflen on this spot. Uenco 
tbe fort Was named K^ng^arbi the fort of the head^ whicti became 
corrupted into Kmi/rra. 

The temples at Kangra and Jawdia Mukhi are in charge of the 
rapacious Bhojkijii, who plunder the nnforEnnate |dl^rinjs+ At the 
latter place far^e numbers of sheep and goats are Kii[»poied to besaeri- 
fieod^ TJie apjietite of the Devi is however capricious, and the vota¬ 
ries are iienally informed that she is not qiiiEe ready for her meaL 
The offering is letl, and is hurri^Hi sway, and sold in the neighbourbood 
for a triUtt under iis vntue to iiien who again resell it to otber pilgrims^ 

Tha tcnyile oi Gatiri Bbankar is picliiresquLdj sit us ted on the left 
bank of the BUb on scime heights overbmkmg tlio eity, and close to 
the Castle built by Maharijs San pat Chanda At the time that chief¬ 
tain was at iliE suiniuit of his power it miiHt donbtlc^ly bavo bfjeii 
largely Ircqtiented* k received a rich ji/yfr of Rs. t,|)60 which is 
now being iquandcred by tha present managersji and hiis quite ceased 
to be visited by any pilgrinis^ 

Amongst the miuur places of worship arc the graves of SQiue 
Mubaniniadafi saiut^p who are curiously enough more venerated by 
HjikIus than by trio Mtiliammsdaus tbeuiiclvcti. Tliero is one saint, 
l^wa Fattii, w ho is particularly venerated. He is supposed to have 
died alMiit iWD years ngp?, and w^aasaid to have been ppeoially blessed 
by Sodi Guru Gntsb Siiigli, nud given the power of prophecy. To 
Awe^r by bis name is conjidcrcd a particnlarly salemh otuh^ a Lid itie 
not uncoinmon for parties m ciril cases to cIiAllengo one another to 
take it. AtiotJier shriiio is that of Biwa Bhopat^where it is cuBtoumry 
to present petitions in writings A fee hn.s to be gtrcii In advance^ or 
at least au offering promiset!, should tho request grniitcd. For 
iusLiincej if there is a disj>uto about somolaudi oue party w ill burry to 
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tlie ahrine und prom be nn offering, Tiia oitiera will •jenorallj' become 
^ nlnrmed and iifriiid tlint eome enlniiittj' will overtok# iliem.. But 
aliouU ijo compromiiae be riindct atiJ iboald some traitble befnll tbe 
'delifudnntf,' of coutiae it h inwribed to the wmtit of Biiopat The 
decrew ])aEe4Hl by that indiriditnl are tlierefore Bsnnlly ex-parU, and it 
moBt be rather ERtiBOtctory to Lis attcddnnla that tliev are. subject to 
no np|>Ba] after the troublesome rnsbion of Eluroja^an Courts. 
There are a number of Tfratlis in the district, aud some of tiiem are 
supposed to be of oquid elHcncy to Hard war. There fs specially one 
^lled the Saocfnin (Jonctiou), where the strennis B align niri, a mi 
Gnpatijangi meet, close to fort Kajigm. Tina is considered oe 
Wing as holy as the coiilliienee of the Jamnd aud Ganges. Tiio 
UugjB are ciirioiia sheds which are not seen elsewhere. They cou- 
tni 11 a number of images, and are supposed to be specially effica¬ 
cious for suake biles. Persons anflferitig from eueii are usually 
Liken to a Gugi when tho priest examinee him, mnIterB iiicauta- 
tions, ana if he sees that it most be a fatal case, sends him away 
wiOi the comfortttblB assnraneo that he has done sumethiuij mortally 
to oJTend the local deity and cannot be forgiTen, Tlie Daudl 
yhairon, or Dandu>tt.M-d(oiaf is supposed to be particularly 
fond of sticks. His effigy is placed aniler a pfpof tree, and per¬ 
sons suffering from in term it tent fever are accustomed to offer n 
coujile of sticks about the siae of nitie-pius if they recover, Siieak- 
larger numiier of tetnpics seem to bo devoted 
to ttliiv, hut tlie followers of Visliun are also said to bo ntimerous. 
tlicre IS only one Jain temple, and that is situated witliiu Llie 
iort,, so that it in never visited by pilgrims. Local DevU are 
. wiMiout niimher; 360 of them nsstuibled at the founding of tbe 
ivangra lemple. “

An adliep- 
pjice to tnitti is H retdnrkablo and most lieiiminible featrire in thpiV 
dinracter, Tke Settlement Olfirer records tliut in the five fears 
(liiTiii(; wltieb be had eli!iTfi:o of the district, after malting due allow¬ 
ance for nnttirnl party biaBj lie could searcply recall a aing-le iuatanca 
of a wilfully false or preiaricating witness. In their dealings 
among themselves the same purity of manner prevails. They seldom 
r^rt to written ngreemeats, and a man’s word is accepted with as 
little hesitation as his bond. To ibis quality of veracity mar be 
lidded the trait of honesty and fidelity to their employers j for, while 
theft ia not uacemmon in the hills, itia confined to lhaloweit clnsse*. 
and wndiieted on the most trifiinj; and insignificant scale. The 
fidoliCr of tho hilt peopje is well nnderstoodl tlirougbout the Panjib, 
and al! the chief Sikh Sirddrs have shows their apprecintiou of this 
quality by employing liilltnen in the most responsible situations 
jiboiit their person.«. Employed in Krvice, they aro attentive and 
thrifty. They resist all temptation^ seldom} if ever, give way ti> 
dehanebery, and return to their homes with the well-earned profits of 
honest servitude. Like all highlnuders, they are oiceedingly attncli- 
ed to tJieir native litlls; few consent to undertake service in llie plain? ; 
and out of these few scarcely one in ten possesses sufficient vigour of 
body or mtod to witlistasd the changes, of climate and the'^ardeiit 
aspirations after Lome. As soldiers, they are not remarkable for daring 
or impetuDiia hrinery, hut they »ro valuable for quiet, uuflincbiug 
courage, a patient endurance of fatigue, and for orderly and wdt 
conducted habits in cantoumeute. 

They arc lively and good-tempered} fond of fairs and public 
nssembliee, and with more pretensiona to mnstcal teste than is usual 
in India. Their songa have a simple cadencO} pleasing even to a 
cultivated ear. Their simplicity inclines them to be cr^ulous, and 
they easily become the dupes of any designing fellow who wishes to 
im}>ose upon tliem. This faeility of diepositian has frequently been 
taken advantage of by swindlers and sharpers, who, under tlm 
lieraonatiou of Govern men I officials, have robbed ho uses and carried! 
<*iit their schemes of aggrandisement. A few artful words are 
snllicieut to raise a village against their legitimate ofiicers. Lastlv, 
the hill people are very sit{ierstitiouB. They firmly believe in witch¬ 
craft, and one of their incet constant reproacltes ngainsl: our rule is 
that there is no punishment for witches. Every incident at all out 
of the ordinary course, such as the death of a young man, or the 
ressation of milk in a buffalo, is ascribed at once to sqperaatural 
causes. They will not set out on the most coininon expedition nor 
undertake any duty withoot first consulting a Brahman. They l ave 
their Juekly and unlucky months and days. ALtrriages are iuterdict- 
cd in Poll, Chet, Bhsdon, and Asnu], or four mouths in the year. 
Saturdaya and Wednesdays arc propitions dsys for going towards 
the south, Thursday to the north, Sundays and Tuesdays to the east 
and so op. Tha fourth and eighth days of the moon are full of 
disaster, and no one would begin an enterprise on these dates. Tlin 
priestly class, again, have an even deeper iafiuenre here than in other

Ha paints 
out that (id Iho Koliaa for wster, is still used for many oF tliesnudler 
ptreams of the Simla bills, and tint tliere is a line of tribes of Koliau 
origin extending from Jahbalpiir at least ns far os Alhibabad, ail of 
which USB many identical words io their Tocabularies, and Iiava a 
common tradition of a hereditr.rr conneolion with worldug in iron. 

The name of Kulu, however, he ideal ifies with Ealiudn, and thinks 

that it has nolliing in common with Eol. Unfortnpately Kola is the 
ordinary name for anv inhabitant of Kulu ; and though^ it ia a dis¬ 
tinct word from Roll,'and with a distinct meadiugr, yet its pltiml Kola 
cannot bo discriRiinatcd from Koli when written in the Persian 
charncler; and it is jnat poaaible that tbo figures may include some 
few persons who are Kole, but not Ktdi. The Dames Koli, Dagi, 
and Cbanal seeur to ba used to denote almost all the low castes in 
the bills. In the iiiedian ranges, such ns these of Ksngm. proper,

rfoVi tenure of the Nordi-'VV’estern Provinces. Tiio rents are taken, 
in kind or at money rates, in excess of the Government demitiid, and 
the proprietors enjoy, besides these proportional cesses, a dear surplus 
over and aliova the Governmeut revenue. These are, as it were, 
hybrid tenure.^, produced by the meeting and ftisbn of the two 
systems of land tenure prevailing in hill and plain. If ere there was a 
family in each miuira or hamlet which claimed a kind of superiority 
or lordship. Under the It^as, in practice, the rights of theso families 
seem b have been limited to the privilege of giving the headman to 
the village or hamlet, and levying certaio small cesses on the crops of 
the other cultivators. In as many coses qa not the headman appro, 
priated all the cesses, and gave no share to his kinsmen. Where these 
woKvas contained any forest, the fiajss treated it as their ow n. Mr. 
Lyalt writes;—** I have heard of several iasLmces where a famlt? of 
tliis kind was cxplled for alight causo by the Rijas, and te-odmitlod 
after n liuie on payment of a fine. Mr. B-irues was inctiued to think 
that the privileges and position of these families were, in origin, 
official t this may ^ a true view; many facts go to support it; *but 
it is equally powihle that they are the remnants of a proprietary 
tight at one time as perfect os tlie village proprietorship of the plains^ 
hut, iu course of time, reduced by the cticroacbiueuts of the lUjaa 
to something eansidemhly It-ss."

what b a hamletp and what is a freehold 7 and aocN^ndtjp what kind of 
brmndary is it which th^ hamlet is said to hafe, aud, which m not men¬ 
tioned in the caae of the freehold ? It w'oiUil, I think, be a true answer 
to fiay that both hamlet and freehold are more farnrly holdings oF fiislJa; 
both, I beliofCp are identical in ongin of tenure, that is* both began with 
tliD grant by th& State to the hohlets or their ancestor of certain fichb* 
or pbits of culturable land to be turned into fields^ The only did^crenco 
in their aspect is this : that, in tlie case of the hamlet, the fields (^by 
which I mean ambl# land only) are more or less compactly situateil 
round the house or houses of tho family* and mors or less comp lately 
separated from the fields of the next family by Enterrening waste ; where¬ 
as in the case of the freehold or mixed holding, as I prefer to call it, the 
fields are for the most part apnit from the houses* and IntennixcKi with 
the fiekU of other families. These Facts* that isp the compactness and 
liolaticn of the fields com posing the family holiling In the case of the 
aoaUiTd compoaE>d of hamlets, and their intermixture in the other co^e,. 
though they left the tenure of tha fields the some, in course of time 
produced n degree of difference in the tennire of the waste in different 
mauafM- In the nne* boiindancn between the Family holdings m the 
waste within the mtu^^ grew by degrees into niDine or leas ^rfoct nscog- 
nltion ; in the other, no idea of &mh appropriation or dirision of the 
waste arose.

it clear that this dcgiee of did-crence of tenure in waste has mainly arisen 
from physical causes. Take* firat.a in the irrigated TiUagcs, Tho low

ronnJ the houses of the fainnj^p onlj eeparnted from those ofthe ne^t 
fantilj hj patHf, or hj small plots, stnps, or banka of uncdtnraUe waste 
The general grAzing gronnds are the Hill aides which snrromKl the (treble 
land* Here* again, there has been no opporinnilf for the growth of a 
feeling of hotindory between famHf and family in the waste as a whole. 
Small strips or plots of waste among and round the fields are in. a way 
recegnixed as pertaining to the fields to which they are nearest j bnt the 
wasted fim&lde, that is the hill sid-eSp are fdt not to belong to ono family 
more than to another,—to he in Fact no miin^s land* 

“ Thirdly, take in an nnirrigat-erl conntiy where the fcatnTCO 

nf the landscape are not bold ; that is, where it is composed of a mass of 
low steep hlHs, intersected by hnndreds of narrow valleja w revinea. In 
a country like this there is little coltarablo land, and what there is, is 
scattered here and there along the tops of the ridges and edges of the 
retinf!?. CnUnrahlo and nncoltnriBble lands arc creiywhcre inrermixed In 
about the same proportion in one direction as in another, Congoquently 
the houses of the landholders nre seen placed at nearly eqtial di^aaces dJ 
over the area of the maus^, each group of houses surrotindcd by waste 
sprinkled with fields. Each familyp m it has grown froui ite anecator, tW 
first settler, has brought oDder the plongh all the calturable land within its 
reach, bat haa still,^ within the orbit of its Mds^ much waste, enough or 
nearly enouffh for its requirementa in the way of grazing gronnJ. Inn 
a country like this, whatever the original theory of property b the waste 
mii^ht l», it is easy to see that, in the course of timep when no surplus 
traltorabte land was left to tempt new squatters, a feeling of houitdaries in 
the waste Iwtween family aud family nnist arise i tho whole area of the 
vidura would be anb-diTid^ by such boundaries.

In many places tlie hamlet 
boundaries emmot be said to hare existed as recognised facts : the idea was 
only half fonned in the minds of the landholders, and not at all accepted 
by tbe SUte j and where they may be said to hare existed, it remains to bo 
considered to what they amonuted, that is, what rights in the wastes 
included in them were implied in their reeogriitioii, either as between the 
families of landholders^ or as between the landholderfl and Uie State/^ 

Tlie bnmleta differ grofttly in aise.* Tfioy ara krgaat und most 
compact in the Eainfrpiir i^mt and pnrts of the Debra nod Niirpur 
iahxiis. Here they nte called ffrdm or pdon. In other parts the word 
applied to them ia tifrA* In Niirpur another word— tnisa-^m aome- 
timea nsed^ particularly for the secluded little bainSets, which lie 
perched on the sides of the Hitlii Dhar, Geoerally it may be said 
that when the family is grown largc^ the honsei end holdings are 
dignified with the tiLle of ^denj or dllige; while atnaller hamlets 
are called Idrh or Aara, words eqrtiralent to onr Aaniffjtfad'. Wlien 
a family grows lafg'ej it is of enurso a sign that it has E>een long 
c^tahlished^ Tha oldest nnd largest hamlets nre generuLlly held by 
fomilies of good castOj who^ on varions grounds, used to hold rent 
free^ in whole or part, under the RajaSi and who thereFore bad a 
special moti\re for sticking together ami holding to the land. Gener¬ 
ally apeatingj in that part of tbe conritry which is nearest to the 
plains tha kndliolders had a stonger feeting of property in the 
Roil, and it h there thne the largest ham lets arc found. In the 
irrigateil Talleys the fAmilies aud fantilj boldiDgs are generally 
■malL Mr, Lyall says ;— 

“ I belicrc that one reason Is, that the mnUriA from th^ rice-fields has 
preTcnted the families from increftsing. Jfot only in Klugra but in 
Gurd&spiir and other district^ I hare noticed au extraordinary dilferenco 
in the growth ol families la Irrigated and nnirrigateil estates. In the one ca»c 
the pedigree tsfcc shows little increase of aumljcrs m many generations j in the 
ntbi^r, in the same time, the family h&a expanded into souicthinfr Uke a dan ; 
and where a family grew aumetoos ia aptte of the malaria, it did not hang 
together long ; the rent of the ricedands was heAry, oud transfers of fiddi, in 
default of payment, Wert frequent; many holdings were always going 
ft-begghig for an occupant; the tendency was for mambera of & family to 
separata and Kttle on ncwly-ooquired hddings.'^

It IS diMciitt to Rny wliafc constitutes, in the estiniatlan of the peoplep 
an heredltafT ownership lu the Isiid. I believe the tenu properly applieii 
lielangs only to the dG^ecndnuts of the origiiiAt settlors, who bj their 
industry nnd enterfirise reclniinsd the wii.3te. L hftve Icdowil cases wbHife 
the present iticumheiit hns held uninterrupted poHSeasion for thirty or 
forty y^re, hat he will net nSHiame, nor will the people conc^o U> bim the 
appellation of Efdriif* If ashoil whote land it is, they will still refer to tliose 
trhliiioual persons in whom the right was once known to reside. Thers 
may be no traces of the vc^table owners t atiother linmily may have enjoyful 
for half R eeatiiTy all the snlHtaatial privileges atbiehing to the LcrediiLafy 
nsnfrnct of the landi but the rank will still ba Withheld* Time alone can 
effect the change. As generations pass away, the tkle of the inccunbent 
gradually acquires validity, le^ by the force of his own presqriptivo o^alins 
than by tns lapse of time which hss obliterated the nicmory of the past. 

“ Strictly spenkinp^T the right to hcrToditaiy pos^slon wiis contingent 
upon the proper caltivation of the land and the punctnal payment of the 
Government dues. Directly these conditinns were neglectiid:p the Govem- 
rniiiiit had an nrkLionbted right to transfer the tenure to another, and to 
provide for the security of its own fevenae. At first the alienation was only 
tetnporary, and the right to retmm within a certain period was unlvera^ly 
r^gniocd. Under the rule of the Hkjas this limit wsis cacocdingly ill 
defined. Popular feeling wj^ alwaya in faFour of the Imn^iuiy ckiioant, 
and no lapse of time within the mcninjy of the inhabitanta was lield 
aameient to debar his title. When the hills were ceded to us, hnndredLA of 
Mtiliridunls whn had left the country throagh the appTei>^ion of the Sikhs 
tHMvered tlKir laJidfl by simply prese^^^^ themselves at Llie village and 
iTOVi ng their title to the actool ineumhents ; and in our Comte, whenever

It shown that the Irtmihnklsr 
was rather a crowD-tenaot than n Uiwfiord ; he called his right a trdrUtj 
or mheritaiicCT not a fiidfr^p or lordship^ and the sanie t«^rtu applied t^i 
OTCiy Jciml of ioterast held of the KijAt, eren to a claim to Bome Tillage 
office. But it does not matter whether we dnb the wdHt In English a 
landlord or a crawu-teniuit j there is no doubt but that we uim^ consider 
him to huT# had a property in his holdtng+ lii some principalities hia 
claim Uu hia hohllng was stronger thau in others, I haTe hemd old men, iu 
praising the H&jas of the KAtoch or Kangra family, say *thej paid tuore 
respect to th& cultiTators, vklru, than other hiJl lUjas | tliey would rather 
take 75 from the wdrit than IW froni an outsider.^* 

How little respect other fmas sometimes paid to tho wtirU may be 
gathered fioin Stones raliitiiig to oM timioSt which I have heard repentctk 
and from instances which hare occurred in recent times in protected hill 
States. For instauco, cnniDiou report says that, not many yearn ago* tho 
Itija ol ChAmba, more than oncCj by a summary ordetp turned a man out of 
hia ancestral house and lands^ and gave them to a cotHous neighbour. In 
fact some say that to gut aueh an order it was then only nucessaij to gut 
access to tho Raja, and present an nlfering of a Jiandful of nipees/ but thia 
ig no doubt an exaggeration. Eutj at any rate, Ln some of the hill Etates 
the enitiTAtors had no better protection against the Ri^ than the Iriah 
tenant iMed to have against hta lAjuIlutd : n good Rdja ncrer ericted an 
old cdtiVn^r withent a very strong cams any more than a good Irtab 
landlord did ^ but there waa no prutcction Against a bad Rija for a culti- 
fator of hnmble ^itEnn, though a strong fiimiJy of good caaU or social 
atanditig had little reason to fear. 

“ If the propretftra of anj- oM Tillage in the plains of the Pan jib nrt 
■sfced how they becanie p<jsse^5e(! of their estntej thej will generally wj that 
their mneestor fonnd the land nwfto and settled on it, and foanded tlie ril-

These limitSp however, orer- 
Lapped p that is to Bay, while each hamlet had &otne waste, that nearest its 
houses^ which it grazed exclusively, and upon wliich an other hamlet, as a 
matter of factp intmdedp the wmU^ farther otf, which wens equally handy 
to other hamlets, were grazed on in common by all. It may be noticed 
that it was n i^encrol custom that Carriers, shepherds, or herdsmen on tbe 
march could hnJt anywhere and graze fora day or two without leave 
The same description which J have given of the right of pasture will apply 
geaerelly to the right of taking wo^ for fuel, and the other rights oE use* 
For instancfl, where a cirem t or i»da^a conlolnod little or no forest or scrubp 
the residents invadabiy hod a right to go for fuel, thorns p Ac., to the nearest 
forest or jungle iu aonie other mnura. -Bo, again. In the ease of waste lanils 
on the edge of n xndtffdp the fight to cut the hay or toll grass which apriugs 
up ID the raiiiB^ sotnetimes bolonged, by eostom, to pensoua whoso Iniiils and 
houses were in the next mauso* All those rights of the villagers In the 
waste were alike in thiSp that they were enjoyed hy all residents not by the 
regular landholders only, and were exercised withui llmila independent of 
nuttrd Or hamlet boundaries.

To BTtmmnnie ehortif the state of ttniire described in the 
ftoinjr pnrngrnpha : tbere were t wo rights in tbe soil recognised under 
rifltiro rule,—the paramount right of property vested in the R*ja a a 
landlord, and the rigli£ of cultivation derived bjgrntit from the Eija 
and vested in tlio cultivators. The first-named right extended to 
the whole urea of the principaJily; the second primarily extended 
only to the plot specified in the deed of grant, but carried with it 
further rights of common in adjacent waste. For pqrpoeee of ad- 
niinistration, all plots of laud leased to ealtivators vrere grouped 
into cireni^ of such sire as to allow of supervision by a complete 
6et of dBcinls. In sotno cases (not in all. the determining cansca 
being dependent upon accidents of locality) minor granpe onioldinga 
(ImmleU) wem recognized Bs forming the units of uhicb the larger 
circuit was composed. In some cases (not in all, tlio causes being 
ogam accidental) distinct boimdarJcs, nliotber of circuits or of liam- 
lets, were recognised, iu which both waste and cultivated lands were 
inclnded. The system of tenure came down practicnily ueebanged 
to the time of the iutrodactiou of British rule. The period of Sikh 
dominion, it is true, bad intervened, but the Sikhs do not appear to 
liRVe altered the tenure of land, however much they confused tbe old 
BTstem of administration. Moreover, many tracts were under their 
dirret lonnagement for a very short time onlv, and a few never. 
Uefore their time the 11 iighol Emperors had taken certain tracts as

The mlrodiiction of British ndo was imTHediatsly followed'’by 
a bettlement of the land-revenue upon principles imported from the 
plain country ef the North-West Provinces.

They anj mssnEmted by a fixed proportion of grain 
upon ercry honBc, g^icnilly fi^e icers (^taiuUrd weight)^ asd thfj also 
rcfcire cortain fcoa asd pcn^ulsltea at harrefft time, asd oa festive occasions, 
aach 05 birLhj ant! marriagesp wit his their jsriEdictios, The hosscs of tho 
pa^anlry nrc eo scaltercilp and etisie generally ia so iWp thot the duties of 
the village pilice sovGr ineludo tho watch osd ward+ They are ncqslred to 
report the occiimnce of crime to the thdna asd to nse their local hnowledgo 
towards detectisg ofTcnders and recovering stolen property. But tlteir 
principal busise&s res^sina, os heretofore, to colleot portors asd supplies 
fur travellers, and to digeharge any particalnr dnty which the /smAarddr 
may a^^igs tq them. In every villn^ them are one or mors of these useful 
fuuctiouarieaf according to the sizs ol tho area asd, the osnount of ihe 
general Inconio. I have maistoised this class ores to their name?, just 
as I found them. In some villages, I csodified the duties and increased 
Uic emolumests to suit oar mode of protiedure, but I took care to diflurh 
as little os nossiblo eiistisg arrasgomests. This vLOsge pciUco is exceed¬ 
ingly popular and elHcicnt. Thera Is no man more alert, mcra useful, 
or uiere tibiqdtouE than tho humblo Aafuni/. He is ilwmyg readj to cGCoit 
the traveller to the halting place, to ralkrc his coolies, to point cut the 
ford, and to giro any local informatton rrquLred of him. Aniong tho 
villagers themselves he is a man of some importance. Mis colt lor labour, 
either for public or private purposes, oansot be evaded. Me Huamioui 
and leads them to the repair of a canal, or as beaters for a battue ; 
and he tel 1 b Uien^ off, without respect of persosEi, to the less agreeable 
duty of or porter labour. In some very few laBtances, whera there 
was a siiilldent usiuber of ahopSp I appointed a cAodtiddr for their pro^ 
tectiou ; but his wages are entirely paid by tho ahopkeepers, and the 
agricullural classes have only to matnUis their hereditary Aofirdf/* 

Tho villngo metiiAls are first tho tarkhdat and foAdra; ns a 
role tho Bamo mail doos holh works, and repnlrs roofs of honFos, 
mends im piemen la, for which be is gepersllj paid in grain. The 
charrulr is the shoemaker or cobbler, and ia in Addition to 
allowed the Idilefl of dead cattle for making, snd mending slioesj 4c. 
JVrfia (barbers) nod cMimbdt {washorm^a) are paid ia grain. But 
aone of tliesg have fixed perquisites, and their dutl^ aod rcmnneratioii 
vary in different partfi of the dblrioL The ehaakiddr (watchmati), 
tlio rilVfO (tbrcflt-ronger), and the AoAf^(wlia has the mending 
and mAiatHioin^ of kdi* or water OAUnla), am village otBeials who

Bnt iho wa^res of Uii» class have'V save Mr. Ljnilp doubled 
williio tlie last few years/' Ckcaaionjil labourers aro nUo not 
unknown^ who receive tlieir wn^es in urnin. The wage* of In hour 
prevnilinpj nt different periods are shown in Table Na. XXV11, 
though the figures refer to the labour market of towns rntJier than 
to that of villrtges. 

Mr, Barnes thus explains the system of forced labonr 
which was hitlifttn in vogue in iheso hills i — 

**Tt ia well known that in the hills wheeled conveywiccs do not 
exist. The imports snd exports of tha eonatcTj its socid wants nmi snr^ 
pins produce, are carried cntiraly on the tacks of camels* mules or bul¬ 
locks* the property of a class which earns its subsistenca by this carrying 
trade. For ordinary purposes* howcvcTj for thn trnn:!^rtp. for ins^eep 
o( trareller's baggage^ or for conveying unwieldy articles* sneh as tirolMr 
for pnbtic porpos^p human labour ^ond is available, By this niwesaity 
of the country a eustofu has grown up* possessing the sanction of great 
antiquity^ that all classes who cultlratc the soil are bonnd to give npp as 
a condition of the tcnme, n portion of their labonr for the exigencies of 
Government. Under former dynasties the peoplo were rcgnJorly drafted 
and sent to work out their period of serfitnde wherever the Government 
might please to appoint. So inveterate had the practice betome that 
even artizans and other dasiaea unconnected with the soil were obliged 
to devote s portion of their time to the public Mmce. The pcopK by 
long prescription* hare come to regard this obligation afl one of ibo normal 
conditions of existc-noe ; and so long as it Is kept within legitimate 
bonnds they are content to render thio duty with cheerfuiness and prempti- 
inds. Certain classes, such as tbo privileged Brdhman and Bajpdts 
nncontaminatcd by the plough, were always exempt, and the bnrden fell 
prindpally upon the strictly Bgricnltiiral iribes. Even among tbcM racca 
there am g^ationx of ^eir well recognized* whichp for the ooovenienco 
of the people* it was necOKiaiy to define* Tho meanest and most onerous 
species of forced labour was to carry loads (pond forjin) Those agrienltnr^ 
classes that da not wear the or thread of caste, are all liable to this 

obligation. A lighter description of was termed Ktbahat^ and 

consisted in carrying messages* or letter?, ttr any parcel which oonld bo 
eodverfti by the hand. The f^Mment of this duty implied no degmdationj 
and involved no great sacrifice of personal comfort j it was therefore 
reserretl os tlw^ spmal provinoEf of tlioso classes who* although occupi^ 
iu agriculture* wore privileged to wear th* janro, A third species of 
Was to provide wood and grasa for camp* and under farmer Govomm&ntfl 
this lakonr devolved upon citaoidri and other ontcDBt tribes* whose 
suppnaod impurity alone Baved them Irow carrying loads. The people ore 
Very teoncious of these distinctions.

Sfow-a-days this is not donc^ and tho resnlt is tlrat the demand fftlla with 
excessive severity on certain tracts^ such as the circles of villa^s TODnd 
Uharms&la or Pilampur, The amount of annoyance and positive loss 
itiflii:ted on the people of thoso vdlagea by tho system in soma yeara is 
deplorable. A Icsa ilocilc popnlatEon would have got rid of the burden long 
agOi I remember that^ in reply to a tentetivo proposal which 1 made to 
them, the people of the^ villages volunteered to pay what to the great 
niajority of iJiem was a large addition to their revenne, to fom a fund out 
of which gangs of porters could ba kept ap.

In many parts of the 
diHlrict, and uotably in tho KAugra valley, wide areas Mar double 
harvcEts in tho year.* Speaking of the three t<d£fca« of HihJd, 
Santa and P&Iaiii, which occupy the vall^ spreading below the sta¬ 
tion of Dharmgdla, Mr. Lyall srjs; Live there (at Dharmsala) a 
year, and yen see the whole surraoe of tho valley change twice from 
green to yellow with marvoUons rapidity^ Net a break in tlie sheet 
of euUivation is to be noticed, and fsefore one harvest is completely 
cut, a light shade of green shows that in other fields tho next is af- 
ready sprouting. 

In tlie concluding paragraphs of the account from which tbo 
following descriptina of tlie agricultural produce of the dislrict ban 
been abndgcd, Mr. Barnes thus summarizes the agricnltaral 
capacity of the people:— 

Coupling the citvmnstauce that each ittau reside apu bis tenure with 
the narrow space that teauie eompri^^ we should aatnrallj expect to find i 
carelot aud plabomte systeia of husbandry! for if every oeenpant made a fair 
use of his time, and (Sjok proper advantage of his position, every field in 
so snmll an aUottnent should bn tendiid like a girdcu, and tho api^earance of 
tho cnltivatcd coiinfiy should be neater and better ordered than almost anv 
other agHcultural dEStnet. As a genetal role I om afraid tho rereniw of 
this pictnro mu^ be ndmitted. The people are not so indu^trioua nor so 
prtifinont aa their brotbrvnin tho plAins; their iuipleinouts are more prituitive ; 
rany improvieinents unircml below, such as the dilD plough, the chalF-cut- 
t4ng nppanitiiSj ^?c., ^ quite uubnown to them.

It haa 
been already stated that ialikii divisiorts asnally follow the na Eli rat 
fentarea of the conntTy, and it may be nddf^l that variationa of soil 
are deterjnined by the anino limita, Tbna* no two soils can be more 
incongruoaa than the valley lands of Kin^rat and the oonti^uoua hills 
of Bargirion ; but there is a general harmony l>etweeii the yilla;^e9 of 
the valley I as there jg in the uplands. Oae differs froni 

another, out the constituent villages of each will ordinarily correspond. 
The pcoplo cetliamjy recognise Jietincliona, but they are more artill* 
cifti than real^ Lands will ho classlfted accordingf to their distance 
from the homestead rather than from any inherent differenca in 
qnsltty.. The usual- terms are el^fatU and donoiiag^ landa 

yieldlug rtSBpectively sinole and double crops m the year*; bat 
tbi.H distinction argnes not that there are two HOtlap but that on ono 
set of fields more manure and better hnebandry are espended than 
on the otheri^ In every village there la a small percentage of 
inferior land esHed ba^au or 6anjar|. but It bears an insignificant 
proportion to the entire area, and the presence of these patches hardly 
impairs the nccumoy of the general deacriptiom 

It must not be auppoRed, howovor, that jdl soils are alike ; for 
thcro STC easeutinJi distinctions dependent upon the varied structure 
of the moimtaiua^ The upper soil of the KAngra foJWfis principally 
composed of difiintcgnit^ granite, mixed up with the detritus 
from later fortnationSp while the snb-soil throngliout tlie valley 
consists of a bed of primitive bontderft thrown off from the mighty 
range above. These ingredients make a compound wbich is emi¬ 
nently favourable to vegetAtiou* Wherever this loil prevails trees 
abound sud attain a luxuriant gynwtb. It la pecultarly adapted 
for the cuUivaUoti of rice and tea, and with the assistance of manuro 
IB capable of yielding all the valuable staplee* The soil in the vici¬ 
nity of the secondary rangea le certainly less ricb, but is still of esceb 
lent quality- The mixture of sand with the stiff marls which charao* 
tertse this rormation, coasBtutea a light and fertile mould easily 
broken and generally free from loose stones* This variety of ioil 
pervades the upper portions of tbe taWfj of Debra and Nurpur* and 
tTDveniee Hanurpiir in a narrow belt running south-east, from Chan-

Tno third leai[- 
in^ variety of soil is found wliereror the tertiary ftirmation appea^, 
lioin^ pspecialty prevalflTit in the southern portions of Jiurpur and in 
parts of the Hamirpmr toA^f* buoIi m Mabhl Mon, Tirn and Lower 
Itaj^iri* Its chief cljaractoriftlics are the quantity of loose water- 
ivorn pehlilea which cnctimber tlie Mil, and a cold reddiiti Haj of 
eiTiall fpTtititj. Ill this soil there h a remarkable ab^iiee of trece^ 
t}ie hill Fiiies eeldoni produciafj anythit!" but rank #rnia^ while cnl- 
tivation IS iimited almost entirely to crops of grant ami the poorer 
kinds of palse.

Froiii 
onesTieh stream os many as fifteen or twenty independent cliMnets 
will soiiiftlimea derive their supply* The heads of some destined to 
supply the higher fieldii, lie deep in the reciwses of the hills, ood the 
water is conducted across the face of pteep declivities by lortniina 
channels, constructed and mainlEiinod at the coil of oonsideTablo 
labour* TTie lower cuts are easily conatmeted; and a couted of a 
hundred 3 ’ardp, or less, will bring the water upon the cultivated 
level.

Here the facilities for irrigation are even greater 
than in thoKangra vallev, the deecent of the conn try being more 
oradiial; and a fine canal, designed by n pnncesa of the tiolcr 
fiimilj and called after her name, supplies water to fifteen 
The eystem of managemeot is the soihe in principle as that followed 
in the higlisr Talleys, thotigh inatend of village oflicers lUorc is »n 
establishment for tlie whole cirenit, consisting of one superintendent, 
ciohl depntiea or vralclinnm, nnd eight btlddrtf or professional ^ exca¬ 
vators, The people tax the msel TOO nccordiug to the preportion 'd 
water they receive, and pay a lialf-yearly aura of Rs. 300 to Inn 
superintendent, who, after meeting all expenses, keeps the surplus a« 
his perquisite. On the let Stiwan {in July) an annual process on 
takwidneeto the canal head. A sort of fair is held, and hvo 
fcoffj, or Affa*, are offered in sacrifice—one re^e biiftalo, one goal, 
one sheep, one cock, and one pitcher of wine. The betdart htiva a 
li erediury cl Him to tho bnff;ilo, the wfttcbmeii to tbe sbeep, cock ana 
wine, whllo tho eupBrintendent and hia friends feast ii|mti tho gort. 

Irn'nntion cuts are also drawn in the Debm iahnl from the iliiw, 
tho Bin^ugn, the Dcl.r, nad tho Bid. In toWi Nurpiir, the two 
tal£ka$ of Klniiren and Indaura are watered from the Bias, tvery 
villaire has its owa canol and keeps up two or thiM oelddrt^ or diggers. 

Biit'owin*' to the violenoe of the floods which sweep over the low 

htiiJa in Bie reins, the canal cuts are const-untly waslied away or 
filled with silt, Tho coat of the finniinl t«\WTa is verv heavy- 
heavier sometimes than the vilingers can afford to nieot. The niinnr 
fit reams of the Chaki, the Jabbar, and the Cbie i, nl»o lend their 
waters for irrigation in their progress towards the plains.

their necks- The bill locks are very smalb like all bill cattle, and an 
inferior pair can be purchased for asliule 03 iis. 1£. 

Oeaerally* ibu woirieu id the lower bills take no part iu agri¬ 
culture* They coiifiiie themselves to the domt^tie oc5cU|KitiotiJi of 
making bread, fetching wateVi Ao., and nil the field work devolves 
upon the make. About Kingra the population consists of a lower 
caste strictly agricultural, iitid here tbo woinen work os hard, if 
nut harder, than their huibands. Tlie men drive tlie pie ugh and 
the harrow, iww I be seed, and thresh out the corn^ and the woineri 
carry out and distribute the maimre, crush the clods, weed ihc 
Beldsj and carry borne the harveat- 

lu the deBcriptioti of the use of manure nud ihe system of rota- 
llon of cro|ia ns jwaetis^d in the district, which w as funusl^ed for ihe 
Famiue llepiirt of 1879 (|>age 25d), it was stated that of the iingated 
land 61 percent, was cons laiitly and li |ier cent* occnsionally, of 
unirrigalod land per cent- conataiitly and 13 per ceiit^ ocestHion- 
ally, and of total ciiltiTfition 71^ jwr cent, couatnutly and 17 per 
cent, occadonallj manured ; that of irrigated lands 60 [*eT cent* 
bore tivo and i per cent, three crops* and of uiiirrigatcd 16 per 
cent bore two crops annually i and that the average weight of 
manure per acre was 156 manudi} on laud constantly and 5^ mauiide 
on land occasionally manured. 

However ioJlffercnt the hill people may bo to the advintagOB 
of thorough ploughing and careful weeding, they are fully nllveto 
the value and importance of mauuriog their lands. Their rule 
Appears to be that, if mantire is available, other toilsome precaatious 
may be disregarded ; while if manure be wanting, the task of coax¬ 
ing the soil into fertility Lb hopeless.

Eveu in tha rice^grewitig district of Kdngra, where every rec^nng 
year presents a monotonoos surface of riw, there are miaate ^anpa 
imposed by esporience and recognized in practice The field that 
bears one variety of rice this year will be sown with another in Uia 
next, and a third iu the year after that. Sugarcttno is followed by 
cotton, and cotton by maize, before sugar will recur again. Cut th« 
supplies of seed are drawn everlastingly from the aaroa store. The 
agriculturist of tliese parts baa no idea of extending the prmoiplo 
^ rotation and of giving his fields the benefit of now seed 

imported from a distance. i . 

The lflr«e proportion of (fo/osft or land yielding two harvests D^nblecKrtipwiland, 
in the year to a striking feature of the Kiugra onltivation.

colled ^r, the young rice aboqt a month old ia planted out by hand 
at stated intervals in a well flooded field. This practice involves 
mneh hdiouT and is seldom fol lowed, except in heavy swampy ground 
where the plough CRunat work. The yield, liowever, of transplant¬ 
ed rico IB always greater than under either of the other methods. 

The growth of weeds in the rice fields is very rapid; but the jwple 
have n simpk Riid most effectiial mode of ridding themselves of tbem. 

About thu month of Jiily^ the crop, weeds and all, is deli bent tely 
pi a ugh ed np. liu mediately nftor the operation^ the whole apjiears 
utterly destroyed j hut the weeds alone su^er, being efiecUially extir* 
pated by this radical process, while the rice springs up again more 
luxuriantly than ever. This practice is called AoWoff, and the crop 
is wfirthlcss which does not undergo it. Rice is always sown by it¬ 
self and never raixei TJio grain is aeparated from the htisfc by the uao 
of ihc hand pestle and mortar ; wotueu are usually employed upon 
this lahonr, and when working for hirep receive one-fnurth of the clean 
rico aa their wages, Eioe has n very extensive mtige. In Kangia 
fsToper, it is seen as high aa 5,000 feet above the sea; and in Kiiln 
in the valley of the Bi^s it grows as high as 7,010 feet. 

hinizc, though of loss commercial value than rice, is perbaps of Ustic; 
greater local importance. It grows everywhere throaghoiii the hills, 
iiud nppeara to flourish as well os in a tropical climate. At 7,000 
feet or at 1,500 feet it is the faveurito crop of the people, aad for aix: 
mouths of the year, forms their comm on staple of food. Although 
euperneded in the valleys by rice, there is elwaya n little plot of 
maize around the cottages of the peasantry which is reservtd for 
iliemselvesp while the riofi is disposed of to wealtliier classes. To 
the uplands maize is au admirably suited cron* It is very iiardy, 
requires little raiu, and i« rapidly matured.

The growth and preienl position of the tea industry is dc^ 
scribed at length below ia Seotion C of this CLapteV. The 
Jiae of conntry within which ten can bo profitabtj ctilttvatoii 
appears to bo a very narrow one. Jt is only on, or not far back from 
the foot of the Dhiiola Dliir range that the raiofal} is sndicient, 
and at tlie height of 5jOOD feet the yield of leaf falls off from want 
of warm til. TJie proper eleration appears to Uo between 3,000 and 
4,500 feet, and tolerably level Uriels with a good depth of so-il are 
required. High oiiUivation of a small acreage hna been found to 
pay much better than lees riaboraie forming on a larger sqale^ The 
tea now made is probably superior to that produced in anv other 
part of India. The demand for it bns been steadily increaiing, snd 
much is now bought up by uativoB for export rfd Feshawor to 
Kabul and Central Asia.

Slioep and goats have an average value of 
Rs. 3. In a dialrict like Kaiigra, whore no large a proportion of tbo 
loin I areA cotufista of mountain aides, useless save for graziug 
|mrpi:iscs, it may be supposed th;it. pastoral puraiuia occupy a 
poenliarly prom inent posit ion p and that rights ofj:»A8ture are os^tenaivo 
aud imjiortant. Tho rights po^essed by the villagers in the waste 
ntLached to their estates liava already heeii fully diseatised in Chapter 
11L The following pages contaiti a very complete deseriptiun^ 
taken from Mn Lyalrs Settlement Report, of tho her Jams u and 
flhepherds proper of the district, their customs aud rights, and the 
d nes paid by theiu. 

The indigenous breed of kine is amnll but strong. The cows 
give very rich milk, but not a large quantity of IL Atteiiipts were 
made to tinprove the breed by the iiitrodiicLion of Government bulls 
from HTssar* The regnll has been tmgatisfaolory. In Euln there was 
a latge iiiihiber of Erie haif-hred young stocky hut iiufurtunntely 
nwl of these dimi during tho outbreak uf rliiderpcet in the years 
1880-81-8^. The ^lennanent dilfienlties in the way of irnprovemeirt 
ate the unsullahihty of eliiuate, the scarcity of good fodiier and the 
apathy of tho ptni^anlry'^ Sheep and goatn form tiio wealth of tho 
paBluml triljo of tlio Gadd^^^. Tile Kulii sheep iiiid goats, thuugh not 
m fine as those of tho Gaddis, are hardy and of good t^Emlitj* There 
are in> Goveruineiit rnnis in the dUtricle The oidy ctattlc fair that 
takes |dnce ill the diEilrlct is at Baujar in inner Seorij* It is held 
lb bout the middle of May in esbch year, and at it a considerable 
ijumber ofsliecp aud goals are bronglit to sale* 

There are few har^es in the dig trie t, and not very many mules. 
The ]>ouies of Kdlit proper are poor ; but tlic Lah^iii mid Spiti 
mdmals are well known for tlicir hardiness and spirit aud sureucss 
of foot.

Tho GovermiTent system Imsbeon in oiHumtiou in this district for

The males and ponies found Lu this district are^ as a rulsj 
kept for carriage purposes, and are of an inferior breed : moreover 
the owners I tare always sbowii iadifferenco to all oftorts towfards the 
improveTiient of breed of these pack aiiiinalA. The Asabtatit Sajier^ 
iatcndeiit of Bursfr^hreediriff Oporations made a tour tSirou^rh 
these parte in 1 S 83 with the Bpecial object of jnd^iu^ of the raipabi- 
lities of Kiii^ra aa a horso^breeditig di^lrictF Ho was favonrably 
impresBed with the cl nances of success in the Killu sub-dmsioTij and 
liad reason to be s^LtbSed with the results which had already been 
obtained I'roiii the atallbna that had been entruatod to tho oliurgo of 
private gentlemen iii the Kaugra and Nurpnr tldkai. Steps are 
beiDg taken to popularizo the atalliuqa aiiii secure more tangible 
reaulisby locating them at the headquarters of the Kuln, Kiugra and 
Niirinir taftHh as soon as proper stabling accummodjitloa has been 
provided for tliem^ and ia future they will he entrlifted to such 
private iadividuals only as cau be relied on to take proper earo of 
them tuid milise them to the heat advantage. At preaeut there are threo 
Arab dunkey stuliions in KuLu^ XdugriL and Kutpur, ibu two forEiier 
under liie charge of European tea-plauLertf, and the latter, umior 
that of a uaiive jd^irddr* There have been no horse fairs in this dU- 
trietj imr bare horse stallions ever been employed.

Buffalo MS The Gujars are the only people iv ho make a trade of flailing 

mA^Hrafdhdr,} herds of bufFaiues i the few kudliulders of other 

caflteg who keep my are exceptionally wealtiiy men who rtiqniro a 
great deni of milk for their own conaumptiou. There are two kindfl 
of Gujnrs in the diBlrict, the resident Gujar, who owes fields 
and a houeci and |>aatines hifl herd in the ueighhuiirlug waste, and the 
tan or lorest Gujiir (of Jamniu stock)} who baa no land or fixed Lomc^ 
and moves with his herd, spending his summer in a flhed ou the high 
ranges^ aud the winter in the wuudy parts of low hills. Some few of 
late years have B|>ent the summer in the high ranges iu taiika^ 
Hihiu, others have done so in tite high mage iti Uhatoba territo¬ 
ry wiiciLco they desceud in the autumn into pargaua Nurpiir. They 
are seldom seen in other parts of Kangra proper, except as piiisurs-by 
oil their way through Kulu and to Maudi^ Gujars are nut allowed 
to remain in Kdlu. 

Grazing dues on buffaloes formed an item of tbo bamtaziri re¬ 
venue i the rates dilTered in difierent but everywhere the 

Gujar herdbinau, whether also iandliaidor or not, paid at beavitT 
rates than peraoiiB of other castes, in same places the dues were 
charged only on milch cows at frotn ten to live kackcha seers Qf^tf 
for a Gujar, and two or less fora maa of other caste } in other 
places the charge was |>er head ou the whole herd^ \ho Gujar pay¬ 
ing one ru|ie« |>tr big Lind eight amias per small buffalo, and the 
Ollier man four aimas or two aumis. In must of the old principal- 
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itiwj tlie R^jAa used to put all Iha wools in (i#** prohibition of 
^rri^in^) for snine tbreo montba of tbe thftt h ibr tlie raitiv 
Tlio villjjje cattle could subsist at this season oo ttje j^rasa to be g^>t off 
fallow fields and oiieo^jmziu^ groudJa. But this rule pressed hard oa 
the Gujnrs m tlie low liillsj whose biilTaloes rely ^roatlf on leaves aud 
twigs of trees; so the Rajas gave theiir polios or i^rauls removidg 
tho Ihdk from Cor tail! plots of forest iri their (kvour** The Gujars 
call these rtms of plots their toiita ; they W'ero the exclusive gruzidg 
groduds of tho Giijar'ri herd for tho three nioaths only till the iAdk 
was removed from the rest of tlia forest, after which all the cattio of 
the village grazed over the wholo forest iddiscrimiuately. The 
Gdjar^s right to his aodna was much like that of n niau to^his 
kharelar; it waa an exeliisivo gniziug privilege for a aeuseu only* 
He called bis solan his a“d uo doubt hij^ right, though a limited 

cniCi was as true a prO|Jeirty as au_v oiher interest in laud iu tho bills. 
It was field direct of the Ruja by like the Iwidhulder^a fluids, 
aud descended from father to sou* 

In Golef aisd some other parts the pmclice of piiUiag all the 
woods in does not seeni to Itave prevailed for the Gdjars lierej 
though they often have sheds in ihe forest, and talk of ihoirfloonn* 
III it, have nq real wonj, !*«., no defined runs or plots into which no 
otlicr person can drive his cattio during tho rains* In lacL they 
only exereiKO, in a greater degree, tlie safoo right of cemmoDj of 
grazing in the fores I, which any other landholder enjoys. The wan¬ 
dering Gujars, who spend tlio winter in ^Nurpiir, have not acquired 
any right or title to grnzo in any partiouhir tract. They hare ft 
headman, who is rccogoisod by tho Chamba antborities, and wliu 
prcJiahly distributes the herds according to circutiistane^i and with 
tho cousont of the headmen of tlieNurpur village If a landholder, 
not ft Gfijar, got a bit of waste or forest as a grazing^ j^ronud lor his 
buffaloes, ho called it not his i&dfia but bis mhtulidrd. fa Rajgiri 
some of the iuflneiitial familiaa hold mksnhdrds which were assigned 
to their ancestors by tho Rajas; they cJuim the exclusive grazing a^ll 
tho year round, not for three moDths only* 

These toannt or mfienhdrd^ are in the forests in the low hilts^ 
wdiere the pasturage consists more of leaf and twig than of grass« 
Oil the Dhiiola Dbar, or snowy range, at from 7fi^ to 9jOOU ibet 
above the sea, thera is much ground free of forest in which the most 
luxuriaut grass springB np in the rains; tho greater part is ioac- 
cesaibleor too predpitana for even a hill cow or btifbdo lo graze 
upon, but there sire spots here and there to wliicli the buffaloes or other 
cattio are driven up to graze in tho rains. The name dAaV, which 
is the general wcrii for a high mountain range, in a narrower sense 
is applied to such a pas lure grouud ; each run is called a dhdr here, 
just as It would bo called au Alp iu Switzerland* Only regular herds* 
men or rich meti sent their cattle to th^didrtf for it iuvolved sending 
up ft man or two to look afLer Llmiu, and constant Coming and going 
wUh the milk. Thera was no systoai^ as ia SivUzcrlandi by which a

Except in llie case of n few Gujars* who hold on steadily from gene¬ 
ration to generation^ It doca not appear that any one acquired a 
fcaViW or preacriptivo title to a didr. Ollier faintlieB from time to 
time gave up keeping a berd^ or did not send it up overj^ year, or 
not to the same places so the feeling of a v^rfsi could not spring np. 

Tbe only shepberde in Kangra proper {exeeptiag a few Kane lb 
who keep in Bniigkhal) are to be found among the Gaddis^ n race 
already deserihed at pages &l—93. The other landbuldora ket'p no 
flocke, though nearly every man baa a goat or twoj and sonio awn 
few sheep. This has always licen the case In Kdugra, for iha coniJi- 
Irons of shecp-farniiug mU tlio Gaddi only. Buew and frost in the 
high ranges^ and heavy rain and heat in the low^ make it imposeiblo 
to carry on slico|>-farmiDg on a tolerably large scale with euceesa in 
any one part of Lhq country, Tbe only way is to change ground 
with tlie seasoasj spending the winter in the forests in the 
loxv hilisp retreating in tbe spring before tbe lieat up the 
sides cf Lbo snowy range, and crossing and getting behind it 
to avoid tlio heas-y rains in the tumumr. The Fbepherds^ order of 
march cannot be given accurately | those wlto have to go hv 
iiite the mountains lor tbeir sumTuer-graziag start earlier^ and are 
back later thai] tiie others ; but the following dates are approximate- 
ly correct, imd will show what proportion of the year is s|asnt in 
each kind of ground : At the end of November, or early la Decern-^ 
her, they arrive in thvir wiuttT quarters in the low hills, where they 
runialu HonuiLliiug lesa^ than Jour montli^. By the 1st of April they 
have mo%~eii np into the villages ou the santhem slopes of thu Fiiowy 
range or outer Himalaya, and hero they stay two piouiks or morei 
gradually moving higher aud lilghor till about the 1st Juue or a 
little later, when they cross the range and nuikc fur their suiumcr 
or rainy svason grounds iu Qhamba, Bard Bougalialj or l 4 Uiuah 
After a stay there of tiwee or three nud-a-hatr monthii they 
j-tKcroBs tlte ontcr lliinnlaya about tbe 15th Soplember, niid again 
stay Oil its souiliem alofw from two-aud-a-hnlf to three mouthi^, 
working gradually down till about the 1st December, wheu they are 
ready to move off iigain to the low tiilk, 

Tbe original home of the Gaddi race was on tlio head-waters of 
the Kivi river, in Cliniiiba territory, to the north of the Dhaoia 
Dliar or outer Biiualaya: the country behind that groat range com- 
tnunly goes by the geuemt name of Gadderau or Gaddi land ; but 
lor a long time past great tiuuibcrB of Gaddis have roeided [for a 
part ot tliC year, or Iqr tiic w'holo) and held land in that |Kirt of Kingr a 
which exicnds along the southoru slopes of the Dbdola Dbar from 
Ball, in idlika Rililu, to Bit, in BangihnL At least three- 

fourtlis of those who live in Kangra havo al^o sliarcs inlands and 
houses in Chaiuba territory. Most of the ahophords to be loimd in 
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Kdni^ra fire of lliui^O fa mi lies, wliicfi own laitJ in both terrUoriiys, but 
Eom 0 p tiolublj in Huriuir* ote sulyeeU of the Cbamba Stnte onij. 
All tho well-to-do Gaddia in our t^rtxtorj own Blieep and fjootii,

former times tlie shepirerd paid ono tax fi^r the winter fjrassii^gp 
another for the ftpring: and imtanm^ and another for the aumiiiar; 
iho rights and oustomB oonnected wilh itie pasturo grounds of each 
season wero diiFareuL I'his is still tlie case to mim extent. 

To begin with tho winter pasinrage. There ia not miieli of 
it: no good*sized patch of suitable wood or jiiDglo will be found 
iu the low hilts^ to which some sbepherd does not resort in the 
winter.* There is little grass in these placcSp and what there is 
Tery dry and coarse t the priuci|ml plants or trees on which tlie 
Blicpherds depend ai-c— l&t^ garm {CarisEa difii 3 a)^B, thorn husb^ of 
which the haves and twig^ are eaten; aiid^ 2 ndly^ the 
{Adhaloda trosica), a small rank plant or ehrubf which is nToided by 
cjittlcj but of which the sheep eat the leavesi and the goals iho ateiii. 
These tw^o are the green meats most relied tipou by the shepherds : 
where they abound tho tan or shcep-ruu is held to ho a good one; 
but after them como the leaves of cetuiin treeSj the titf the 
ktinffif the kErnMd or kdmU^ the tlie kh^f and one or two 

kinds of fief or tree-creeper. The paHturablo conntry iu ibo bw 
hills is all diridod among the sbepherdfi. They call such a division 
or circuit a adding of ocurso a local uamo to distinguish it 
from the rest. A loreBt or jungle oxtaudiug through several 
ma*za» is ofteu teckoued as one ban ; so also a ban is efteu made 
up of plots of waste uncounccted and scnttercd over the wholo 
or greater part of a taiuka, 3u tho greater part of Kangra proper 
every is claimed by some Gaddi family as ils tedrisi or inhoritauce ^ 
the exGcptiou is ju jiiiryona Nurpur^ of which coauEiy the Gaddis 
commonly say that the bans there are opOa or free, and that there id 
no wdrui in them. The shepbenls^ like every one obo who assert^ 
u fBariu in Kaugra# attribute tlie origin of their right to palla or 
grant from the R^ja or State. Some families have old patiat^ 
others say they hate lost theirsj but cau prove possession for sQmts

to the popiilatien of 15 yonra of a^e and over, Tito figures in the 
margiti ahow the distribution of the whole population into agricul¬ 
tural and non-agricuItiinil, calculated on Lhe nsatiiuptioti that the 
number of womp and children dependent njion each male of over 
15 years of age is tire same whatever his w^upatiort. Those figures, 
however, include as agricnUiiral only fliicb |wrt of tha population as 
aro argtcullurists pure and sunple; and exdode not only the coii- 
iidemble number wlio eouihi^e agrioolture with other oecupntioiis, 
but uIm the uiiieli larger number who depend in groat rueosnre for 
their livelihood upon the yield of agricuUuTEi] o|>eTath>ns. More 
detailed figures for the occupations of l^th mal^ nud feinalea will 
bo fotiud at pages y7 to 105 of Table XIIA and iu Table XHB of 
the Ceusiis lle|>orl of IS8U The figuree for female occupations, 
however, are exceedingiy iiicompleto.

increasing demand for Indian teas, and tlio KAngra valley plantera are m 
the best position to meet this demand. Bert the advanoe ol Jiusana sonin- 
ward in Asia rnay possibly, in the futureT injurions effect upon the 

trade in Indian teas ill Central Asia. Russin does and will make great 
efforts to enconrage and niaintaiii the line of her overiacd tea trade from 
Cbma rtd the lionler enlreiiot Kiaehta^ It is her object^ to se™ro the 
importaiion o! Chino teas by this rontc into all Gie provineca that come 
ender her sway In Central A flia. Two or tlifco yean ago^ mmonra were 
lhat largo supplies o( green teas eiponted_ from India to :^khAra 
had iMfcn tampered with, were adnltefated and poisonodj the result being 
that thiific teas wore refnactl sale in t^klmrn, ond the tea merchants half 
ruined. Tim teas in question were really Chinese teas, and the mmeut 
which was without fonndation was attribni^ to the inHnenjo of Russia* 
Again, it is known that in view to the increaawi exportation of the ppodnete 
of her own looms Russia has gmintly interlereJ with the importation of 
Briiiih pieec-goodfl from India into Bokhira and ndjaceut provide. In like 
manner it Is to be apprehended that she may interfere with the importation 
of Indian teas hy prohibiting their passiga over the Oxna, or by the Im- 
position of a prcihibitivo duty.^' 

After detailing the liopes and fears enterttiiied ba to iho possi¬ 
bility of developing a market in Hussta jiroper, Major Paake thus 
aiiiui up tlio prospects of tho trada :— 

** Having had good opportnnities of watching tho progresa ^of tea 
mlturc from the first introductinn ol private enterpriBc in tlie KAngra 
valley, I entertain a decidnl opinion that the future prospects of the [dan- 
tera appear very satislactory and encouraging* I have shown that the 
climate of Gio valley and of adjacent tracts at elevationi from 3,500 feet 
to 5,<i00 above the level ef the sea, is extremely well adapted for tea ; that 
Biiiiable aoib abound | that labonr, everywhere plentilnl, 10 in some locnlitiea 
nlmost eupcre.l.iu(!djmt ? that there are moderate fadlities for manuring, and 
that from close proximity to Bome of the pfmcipal markets the meanj 
of trans]Xirt are easy. With all these advaniagos, the rest is in the hands 
of tho planters thcmsolves, and the measnre of success they attain 
must depend upon their own exertions, and npan the Iniowledge bhq expo- 
TEcnce managers of plantatioui may acquirB of tea culUvBiion uid maniilac- 
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toTP. Id his essij on the cultirmtion Mid manofactTire of tea In India/* 
LionteuMt-CoIonEl E. Monej gives hLs opinion thit Kdn^tra is not the 
place for a man to make rnnhey bj lea^ fttid in hia statement oF the com¬ 
parative ikfiTanUges of the differeot tea districtSf ho placsa K^ngm rather 
toTvin the ecale of aniuble localities^ In l&SO, when I was oogegtHi in 
rfeotitig the timnsfer of waste lands tg ecttlera in thie dletriol, Lienteoant- 
Colonel lifonej rioted KAngra and made a short nnurh with me thn>ugli 
tho Tallej, To the beat of mj raooUectiou that officer aljAiidoncd the iden 
of settling berSp not on ccoount of any then foieacen dUadTantagra, bnt 
becanse he could not at once aecme landp ijiil would not wait the result of 
the then approichiug auction isale of Govcrnmczit land* I am not awaie 
that Cobnol Money has again viaited this district; if ho ha? not, I venture 
to think that his remarks, which tend rather to depreciate the advantages 
of tho Kingra valley for tea cnltiVitioni may havo hoen made at l!ui7af J 
and are hardly well fonnded« I offer an opkiDu without bias (tho only 
interests I harp in tho matter of tea ettUnrs being in the discharge of my 
duty ai a public ufficer) when T stato that, as the result of conisidcrable 
eipenence and close obserrAtiont I believe that the future prospects of tea 
cuftiT&tion and manufaetuie in the Kdngm valley, in regard to pMuniftry 
results^ are as premising as in any other parts of India ; nor da I think that 
Kingra has Imn ranked snfTiciently high in Its advantages of climate, 
labour, and sod. Also in tho nuitter of trauapolt, it is tree that KAn^^ra 
is very distant freni the sen-board, but even here tlwire are great facilities 
for transport—a good cart road runs from the oentrp ol the f>lantatiQBa to- 
.Tidandhar—a distance of 100 miles, and from thence there is an tmbmkcn 
line of railway transport to the sea porta of CalcutU and Bombay. In regnni 
to the more local markets, close preximity gives the Kdngra valley nlmost 
the command of these. It Is true, also, that some of the plantations only 
In this distnct have as yet paid divideDds, and those dividends not high \ 
hut private enterprise in tea culture hog been introduced into the KAngra 
valley at a coniparatively recent period^ The firet teagnrdens were commenced 
in 1860, and it is said that a tea plant is not in Fnll b^ng under eight years, 
BO it was not till IS&B that there existoil, on private plantations, what may be 
called really mature plants^ In the Calcntla ah ire market, the K Atigra Talley 
Tea Company—-the only concern in ibft valley as yet quoted on tho Bharo 
list—stands at ten per cent, preminm on its paid-up shares, with a lost 
dividend of 7 per cent.f That estate was only commenced twelvo years 
ago. Our planlets, too, have had to rectify many of their mistakes, ami 
to learn the lesson gained only by expenenee. At ntarting, capital was in 
many infitaoccs sunk prematurely in employing large ca^tL^hinent!!S, and 
in tlic eroctEon of f&ctorlta and buildings, helore there was cither work for 
the om]iloyes or tea leaves to manufacture : also, at starting, too much 
was thought of hiniig:ing large areas nnder cdLLVotion, thereby involving 
increased expenditure, and the essential of Buccesa—tho aecunng tho 
tnaxirnam of yield of tea out of a limited area of fruitivatian^—was over¬ 
looked. But all this is ehangod now } our planters have leomt Iheif 
les^n, are profiting by the experience of the pwt, are etriving to sreuro 
larjte yields from highly coltivnted planti on a limited areii. The KAngra 
planter, who in former years may have prided himself on the rapid exten¬ 
sion of the area of cullivation, Tegardless of ihe rehl wasto la gaps and 
vacaaciee, new thialcB more of the importaaco of well cotiTing a Limited 
arti-a aad securing the largest pngsible yield from each plant. Ami, lastly

From the wilder parts of the district, beHides the pot/n and the 
blankets airendy mentioned, wool and are larj^ely exported, the 
trade pa^in» for the ino&t part through Uie towns of Pahimpiir, 
NQrpur, Kangra, and JawJila Hnkhi* Honey and becs-wax are also 
exported in large quantities to the plains. 

The return trade with the plains ceniree for the most part in 
Jalendbnr and HuBhi^rpHr. Hence are inq^orted ^ruin, cotton, 
tobacco, and European piece-goods. Salt comes froTn Maiiiii ; cAoitcut 
wool (throogh Sul tan pnr in Kulu) from L^dakli and Yar¬ 
kand. Fathm is also imported from Amritsar* Borax is imported, 
both for local use and for re-exportatioa, from Ladakh and Yarkand* 
The principal centres of internal trade are Kiogra, PaJampiiFj 
Sujaapiir, Tjr«, Jaw Ala Muklii, Niirpur, Qaugtha, Dharmsikh, and 
Kurwana* At ail those places are permanent markets, in which the 
normal trade of the district is trailaacled. much biisiuens is also done 
at ibe anunal fairs at Kingra and Jawala Mukhi. In addition to 
these fairs, which are purely religions in tlieir origin, a coujiiiiercial 
fair of Home importimce h now held nnnujdlj ri PAlnmpur. 

The fair tide place wub eHtablished by the Qorertinient in 18£S 
with a tiew to fostering tho trade with Ceutral Asia, The first year 
(1863) Uiere were 19 Yarkandis prcBenti bringing with them silht 
c^lrmS| ywsAm, carpets, and pomes for sale. The f;ur was held 
aim nail j till IS 79 when It had dwindled to a merely local gaiiiering 
and waa then abolished* 

Eangra is one of the districts in which foreign trade is registered, 
and tho followiog note on the snbject boa been compiled from recent 
retoma.^ A clerk is stationed at Sultanpur in the Kuln valley for iho 
registration of foreign trade with Ladakh and YArkand eta Ladakhi 
In I3&2-8S the value of tbe registered imports was Ks. 4,9S,817 and

OE these ten parses the only important ono^ as a highway or trade roiful, 
is tbe Robtang- This is a remarkably low dip in a rery high ran^Q * 
thongh the pafi,i ts only 18pDOO fort higb^ ih& sides rise to 15 and 18p000 
Feet ; and witiun twelve miles to the right and left are peaks over 20,000 
feet in height. The high mad to Lch and Yirkand from Knln and Kingra 
rims Over this pass. 

The Hamtn pass is important, as the ebortest mad Fmm Kdln to 
Spiti. A certain number oE Kuln also go by this route to Spill 

in the autainDp and there moet the Tibetan ti%lerd, and t»artcr. Tbo SpHi 
people only eome to Killn when they have GoTemment bosiness. 

The Knkti pass is nsed by the greater number of the Gaddi shepherds 
from Kingra and Cliamba who graze in L&haul. A few Gaddis whn trade 
towards Lch and Yirkand also nse this pass^ 

Li]iaDi is shut o5 from the rest of the district by tbo fall of anew 
on the piseeg^ from ftome time in NoTember till the end of ApriL Tho 
Rolitang has sometimes been crossed in Docomberi bnt it is dangerona* 
except iu settled hue weather^ to cro^s it at the end of October. In October 
l&SS a gang of Kiilu men were caught in the pass by the icy windp known 
as tbe Bidndt which often precedes or accoDipauies n snowstoimt and 
Bcrenty-two di^ of tbe cold. During the two winters 1B82-8S and 1883-84 
the pass was only absolutely closed in Febrnafy and March, 

Other accidents hare happened before nud smee to small parties* Tt 
will bo seen that there is no known path over tho mld-rHimHlaya between 
the HnnUi and Rdpl passes^ which most be about 75 miles apart meiifluring 
along the ridge ^ as far as appeara, the only point in this long stretch 
which has ever been croasedj lies between the bc»i oE tha Choia 8hign 
ravine on the Chaudriip iu Ljhaul, and the ridge wbieb dirldeS the MaloBa 
Talley from Manikoran, in Kdlo. 

In 1883 Mr. Lonjs Dans sent two men to explore this route* They 
came ont at Toe in Kothi Kaniavrar and reported Uio route easy with th* 
exception of one gladcr. 

Some yearn ago certain shepherds from Seoraj in Kfilu were in the 
habit of crui^fiing the range hcie on theft way to graze in Lihaul^ KovetubeT 
till late in May. It ia, however, possible to got into or ont of 8piti in tho 
winter after the ffnow his bridg^ the river by a route alonu tho bed of tha 
Bpitl river. By this road the lower part of Kaniwartnnd the plains of 
Tibet can be reached by travellers in tho depth oE the winter; but they ssy that 
tbo road has become daogerous, if not impracticable^ owing to breaking 
away of part nf a glacier. Tbem is no tradition evea oE any oue hiTing erased 
direct fmm KAlu to SpHi : and Eroin the great elavation, great brcKUh 
and rogged character oE the range between these eoimlrics, it b certaiu that 
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any rtmia wtith eudd be dbcorereii wotild bo too di^ctilt to ba pruotioilly 
qI tiae. To get to Spiti from K<Uii ym either ko loniid tHioogli B&gibir 
territoiy and oTcr the Bbibeh^ Of erosi hj the HAiqi& or Eohlazi^ pitasea 
into the vaUej of the Chandra in LAbaiLl^ and thence oTer the Eftnzdm pasa 
into SptU. The latter route, which li the ordinal^ one, involrea foor daja 
marching through uninliabiteii waaten. Both routes arc ordinarOf doaed 
hy hearj snow from some time lU October or beginning of Noeember till 
Inte in Maj. It ie, howerer^ possible to get id to or out of Spiti in the 
winter after the an-ow haa bridged the rirer hy a rontn along the bed of the 
Bpiti rirer, Bf this road the lower part of Kandwar and the plains o| 
Tibet enn be rsaehed bj trardlera in the depth of the winter,

Tiiero wnold appear t* be another pass more to the east than the Fdrang 
Ldp which wae naed by smugglers in former days^ hat is now completely 
disused and forgi>tten. The rery steep and ragged character of the parses 
noticeable in the ooter Himalayaj disappears in the trails-ULnmlayan 
oountryj where the mountalnd are not expo^d to heary falls of ram^ 

All these four passes over the western HimMaya can be crossed by 
laden yaht and ponies^ and there woold lie no diffienityj os far as levelB are 
eoneemed, in making anexcsllent cart-rwl over the Bard Ldcha. In May* 
when the direct route over the Bard Ldcha Is closed, travollere to Leh often 
go over the Shinkdl ; the crest of the latter, thongh higher^ ig Tery much 
narrower^ and a push across the high gtound con be n^e in a single 
march.

The Bsniralis are tlio only criminal Irfiie (thotijtli rot so pro- 
claioied under the Act) at hir^a in this district. There were 00 men 
on the regiiitcr in 1883^. A cnrefiil inquiry into their antecedents 
and present mode of life made in 18«'J ftlmwed that iLe Ban/rilk of 
Kangra have a ti^ition that several generaliuns ago their anceeton 
coDie to this distnet from Bengal j their occii pa lion wna henging and 
BDake-charmiiig, and there can be no dmibt that they are trlballv 
connected tvitli the Bangilis, Bnpahtis, ic., of the plains, witii 
whom they have constnnt copiiiiHinication. Tlicy gain a living by 
Itepgitig, by exhibiting snake*, and by petty pHfering from houses, 
village lanes, and more espcf lnlly from fields. They are said to be 
very exf^rt and daring btirglnr*. They lire in reed hilts by the way 
side, or in any convenient 3rK>t tlint takes their fancy. Tliey never 
remain long in one place, and enn pack up and march off on the 
sburtest notice, eairying tlicir hnt* bikI property on donkevs. They 
nio citremely filthy in their babiu, and hoii’t niid eat the most re¬ 
pulsive of wild animals. TJiey prostitute tlieir women. They 
apf^nr to have no fixed religion or religions cetemonica. TJiev 
bejtevo ill Zjii/i D^td, to wIidsb sliiine in village Diiniiiikat near 
\\ azlrabdd they make pilgriioagej, Tliey are also in the Imbit 
of propitinting the local deities. They am said to speak a 
hind of thieves' tdiiguage uuderstoed only by themselves, but 
the Stipermteiidcht of Police could not extract any specimeno 
of H rrom them.

prosperous and wealthy owing to the Krialimfr shawl trade. Its 
progress was thcroforo marked up to some lime aFtcr the Franew- 
German War. Tlie prosperity of the town, and with it that of the 
school, began to decline between 1870 and 1873, during which time 
Ntir pur was vial ted by epidemics of cholera and fever. Hand reds 
of Kftshiuiris left the town to seek "emptoyinent elsewhere. NArpur 
contains now about 5,000 [uhabitants, most of whom are in 
circutuslaDceSj scarcely able to send ihdr children to school as soon 
as tliey reach an age when they e:im a li viog* The school sufFera 
in conscqiieacej but is mointniaed in a fnirty satisfactory condition 
by the liberality of the mnnicipality which coutrihiites asmnll month¬ 
ly Buni for icaolarshipSj and by aa oGlcient staff of teachers, who 
maintain good discipline Among the pupils and the few boarders 
residing near the school, and insure a fair jntelkctiial progress, Tiso 
school Is managed by a headmaster, assisted by four teacliers on tho 
sauQtion^d and eight others on tlie graut-in^aid establishment. The 
■chool contains a middle depanmeiit, teaching up to the uiiddlo school 
Aiiglo-vernacutar standard, an np[3er and a lower prim ary departs 
meut, an Urdu brduch in the Uanga bdzd^^ and a Hiuili hruucli in 
Niazpurp Tho expenditure, as well ns the tot-il of pnpiia under 
lEUitriictiozi aud the number of hova who passed tho nuddlu school 
exaiuination between the years 1878 and 1883, will be seen from the 
table on the next page.

In some tracts a mere arUficiaUjstem prevailed thfLO that of sim¬ 
ply Hsaes-^iog, at varying sums, the lioldiu^, groat or emal I, of each 
family^ In place thereof the fields were grouped inlo arbitrary divi^iong 
or nltoLmeutfl, presumed to be of about eqaal rental one with another. 

The names and natures of these allotments varied tri dfderailt parts of 
the country; m Niir|>or thev were Called vfindfiu Rajgin, 
tn Jaswdn and Chanaiir Kohd^au, bktr. This was, no doubt, in 
tlia main only an ofiicial mode of reckoning, devised to regnlata 
tfio deiiianda for rent and service j but the srstom bos also had a 
consider able effect in fibaping the fiimiEy holdings, which were to 
ADFiie extent forced to fit into tho uUotEnents^ and not allowed to 
prow or expand natiLrally. The bkgr in ialika Jaswou and (Jlianaur 
Kohisan were of an average size of about sixty ^hiundos. Half a 
MffT WM called an adher,, a quarter h pci'nOp Those tatukaa 
w^ero at one time an. ]in|> 0 Eial demesnep and this measure, the (W, 
is said to have been invented by Todar Mid, the great finance 
m mi a ter of Akbar, probably to facilitate ttssessments only^ Each 
bher wnfl asscBsed in cash at Rs. 2i5, and over and above 
this fixed casli rent a slmro of the grain was taken, but at 
lighter rates than ustiaL One family held a whole bher or 
more, another only a half or a qmirtiir- Tlio eNmrf wliick was iu 
use lit ma^t talika* 4>f par^ana ^urpur, was a looser tneasnre tliaii 
the AAsr, The rente of tho land were taken part in grain by 
share of actual produce and part iu cash at fixed rates per eond 
varying froin three to five rupees. 

These cash dues, whicfi were called vandal cr bangotj 
always went into the Rdja'a treasury j but the grain rents were altiiosl 
always UAsigned hi roryd'A, that Is, hi lieu of military aerrico, either to 
the actual kndhoIiJers, who then furtiished one mm among ibem for 
Bcr vice, or to an OLi Isidore in the I all or caso the bat^al was paid 
to the Rijn, half by the otitstder fthe ro^d/iurdta) and half by tlio 
enUivators. lit lieu of the grain rents of one vaad the Raja got 
oue soUier j or, according to another account, in somo taldkas^ hall a 
rand went to tin infuntry soldier, and one-aud-a^half to a monnted 
man. The grain rents of a great many vmid m Nurpur wore 
tis.^igaed to Er&bman families hi dharmatih, iflp, for the cause of 
religion.

In Kotliis Kodh and Sowar, of tatika Dnng&hnl, the Kutn 
system (which will bo described hereoiter) of jtoiahandi, or di vision 
of the holds into holdings known as jtdat, prevailed. But tJio 
name of rand was generally used instead of jeda and tlie 
rand does not oxaelly resemble the Kulujedfa in its coastitntion.* 
The grdoii or villages which make up the kathi* are scattered 
hero and there at Jong distances on the precipitous sides of tiie 
mountniiis. The houses of tlio village nil stand together, and where ver 
iliey are at not too great a distnuce, the ground is not too steop, and 
other circumstances are favourable, a pin of the slnpo of llrt hill is 
brought into cultivation. These patches of cultivation, which are 
made up of numerous little roughly teimcvd eornpartmente, are rill¬ 
ed sir. Each household in the village has its vand and each 
oand is su|»poBed to hive an equal shara iu eacii sfr; ainj, to 
otiBuro eonality, the share ts not token in tha shape of one Hald in 
each afr, iiut in several small plots situnled in every comer ofitj 
when a ttr, as was often the case, was injured by a landslip, a ritsii of 
water or small avalanche of snow, it was tite custom to re-divide 
by phi^iUj i.e., lot (cast with marked goats* drop|uogs)> 

These tniu/s were not, os might ha presumed, ancestral 
shares like those on which village aetates in the plaius are ooiuinnnly 
held. The people of a viJInge are not of one stoek, and liave come to 
the village at different limes. Under the Bajas these randt were 
held almost rent free, in lieu of furnishing one man per rand for 
military service, and are therelore often spoken of by the people as 
their Oarfo. Tlio only item paid was n siiinll tri'hiito of grain, 
which weut to provision the local forts. There were aoveral reasons 
for this light assessment, ]n tlie first place Jjang&hnJ wu not a 
Itereditary jiosseesian of tlie Kuiu Rajss j if tlie pcoplo had become 
disaffect^, tlie province might easily linve been seized br either the 
Mandi or tho Katoch naj.^s ; secondly, ihe lands were f»oor, and the 
villages were always lisbloto bo harried by raids from 3ltaii(if,iH'tw'ecii 
which State and Kulu there was almost perpetual warf thirdly, 
besides military service, the peoj^le were constantly impressed to carry 
loads, Bs the only way to get from Kutn to Kangra, withont passing 
through ilnndi, was by the Ssrri pass iuLp KoJh Sowar, This round¬ 
about snd diflicnlt route was, in fact, n highway in those days. The 
rands were not divided among eons; the elder sons went out into the 
world, lived for a lime by serving tlie Raja, and, in the end, were 
generally provided for by him by grants of other rands, which had

Each of these plots of irrigated laud, whothar rated in mu 
ghumtiOf or dhur^a, had its own separate aame and separate mntal 
or assess^Tiientp — was, in fact, in aomo degree a little mahdl of itself. 

The assessment was in fixed meuHiires of grain* plus some small 
items of cash, and was known as the purdna fuuf, or old Tstuation* 

IHias existed time ont of mind without change, though temporary 
rezniBsioiiiS were often given in bnd seasons, or to induce men to 
settle down on deserted holdings. In the Hsldiin, or irrigated 
Tollej of Goler, the rice lauds are divided into plots of from fi ve 
to ten ffhumdos called kda. Eaeli irofa was a nuiAnf of itself, with 
a Bepureto name, and held on ehares by men ofdiffefent In mi lies 
who were tniconnected wilii regard to their holdings of or 
unirrigaled land. Thu Rijas asBigned some share tu these holaa to 
all holders of unirrtgated laud who asked for it, wdihoiit much or 
any regard to fTiflwro boundariea. There were two claBaea of

Eucb kola bits an 
officer called tlie ndmedtir^ who mnoa^ea the cuUivcttion, oollecte tlie 
men nod plouglis; and nnother cnlled the AaMt/Kr-, wfiqso duty it 
IS to let on the water : thie fnat oQice is held in tnriit but the first is 
genenilly Lereditory. The ttdmeddr gete as a perquisite the lieiid and 
leg of tlie goat sacrificed at harvest aud first ploitgbiitg. 

In talukitt Ihdaitra and Ehair&n) of porffafia Nurpuri the onl? 
other tract in wbtch tbere is mucb irrigiition^ no field oiiiacsaineu^ 
existed, and iLe revenue was eollectej by share uf the actniJ 
prodace of each liar vest. Every where, in irrigated and im irrigated 
tracts the regnlar land tents were iiicrciuied bv the addition ofimmeroifs 
^Ira ceases, some of wliioh went to ofifctals, but most into the 
Baca's treasnry. They di fie red in number and amount iti cacH 
but were geneTally in the form of proceiitnges in cash or 
grain. Some of the commonest were the jintdl, or army tax ; the

Tsted land# were not exemtit; for example, the fruit ofoertatn ralaitble 
hark trees so situa,ted was always sold to the bi^Fhest bidder, and 
mango trees were taxeil io some tal£iaif the tax going by the name 
of ambtdc^L TI«e Rdjns claimed even a share of the'boney from the 
owners of bee'hives, the best fjart of the timW of a tree vrhich might 
be felled or blown down in s man's field, a large fisJi which might bo 
caught fn lits weir or Gsh-Lrair, or the best hawk which mM'bt bo 
caught iii the acts s|'i'eud iu the forests, Ou iho day of tluT tSairi 
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Chapter VpB^ featival (1st Iksakli), wlikh nnnwerf t&o«r New Year's Daji the 
Lnjid ooiiiinuiiUT af villn^ offered preaenta or mizars to 

Bs^niae. BAjo, tbe lanJlioliJers seiiJhi^ baskets nf fruit or TesjeUbleSp ihe 

sliop-koopere nrtktea of tlieir storea, nud tliu nrlizaiiir articles of their 
nmuuractnre. The hakifitr or Ije^idmim of tlie vllla^o^ wont wiili o 
fgllowii)!;, iiuA promoted tliese gifts with a.n offering In cftph of liis 
own. He alw> iiuide prcst^ots to thenc^ozlr and qdnmn^Oj and received 
presents hiin^df from liis dotistituents. 

Sitti admlniBlmticiiu Under ILidjit Siii^^b's mits, first Dean Siugli IMnjithiEif anil after 
him liis son Lehnn Siiigb^ lie Id diarge in tlie cn|iaeHy of ndzim or 
governor of the hill territcrj betnoen the rivers Havi and Satlaj. 
Neither of tiiesOr bowoverj rotided permniientlr in the dJstrictp but 
carried on the adinitiistnition through agents [idrddrs) iififioiiiUHl in 
ibe j^r^ana toivnsp Oiido a year the ndzvHf or a aiijjorior agent 
appointed by him for the purposOp made a ttinr of the district, taking 
the ftcaoufita and hearing and redroasing cuiiiplaiuls. l‘ho ndzim 
wire wot oulj entruAted with the entire receipt) from this territoryt 
but he was likewise respousiblo lor all dish nr seme ills j the fisonb 
tnililary and iniscdta neons charge^ were all paid by his 
authority ont of the gross tneomo. There was no stated 
time for rendering tlie^o accounts to the State#—aometiines two and 
throe years would be all owed to elapse before ho wais called upcii to 
give an ej^plaiiatioui of his stewardship^ But he was obliged to be 
always prepared to giro np Ida jiapers and to pay the balance when- 
ever the Gi^vemmeiit might demand an adjiistment, Sardar Lelinn 
Singb enjoys a good reputation in the hills ; he was a mild and 
lenient governor; his I’^riodical visits were not made the preteueo for 
opprei^ing and plundering tbo peofde; he inainbuiiod a friendly and 
genoroits intercourae witli the deponed bill cliivfs, aud centribiited by 
his eoncinatory muTUiers to alleviata their fall an po&iitiort. At the 
aamo tiiiio tie is held iii favourable recollection by the peasantry. Kfs 
asscssmeats were mtiderate for a native sysU^mj and nkbotigli he did 
not posi^esa that force of ctiaracter to keep his ngents under proper 
control, yet he never himnelf oppressed^ nor willingly couuteuaiiced 
opprepaiou in otiiers. 

Over every ^Hir^nua or ancient diviAicrti of the country was 
Appointed a Mrddr wlio derivu<l his a|ipoii].ttnent from the ndbiiri^ 
These ofiicers were uot remunerated by any fixed scale of salary-^ 
Semetiuics they undertook the farai of their several juri3<il Let ions# 
gtmraiimuiiig to pay a certain annual revenue to the n^im# aiid 
taking their chance of remuneration in the prolita atiii op|Hirtuuities 
for extortion which their |Kisitiott oonforred upon them» In alicIi a 
eaxe^ tlio kdrddr held himself retipon^^ible fur all the colleclions oxiJ 
diaburseinents^ was bound to reafiise all the revenue, to discharge 
the coat of all establiHhments^ and to pay the burplus biilunce at 
the end of the year into the Governor's treasury. > It is obvious that 
rnch a practice was highly detrimental to the interests of the people^ 
They were Literally’^ mode over for a given period to his ineroy, and 
the fupacity of tlie kdrddf was limited only by his diserctiem- Thia 
syatem^ however# woo not generally followed. It prevailed cbiefiy iu 
llnrfpurj where iho vigoroiia^ not to say contumacious, 
character of tlio people served aa^ a restraint upon the liccnio of tho 
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iurdilK Ik moat cafi-es the kdrddf^ received a per&oiittl salary of 700 CliApt&r V, E- 
rupo^fl or 1,0UU rupees a year (ram the State, He waa alloWed also ^ 

a amnll eatabliahiaeat^ ulio wero paid iti the asime way from the ^Relfanef^ 
pablic fiiada. To oacli Mrddr there was usually altaclied iuiMuhintliia, 

writer or uiaiataut aud twenty or thirty sfufoy^. Of course 

the mere pay wew not the only mducemeut to accept^ oftie& Under 
every native governoiotit there are oertub reoo^uized |>erqui&itea^ 
denvoU witirelv from tlie retouroea of the people^ whlcltare at least 
eq III valent to tLe fljeeJ emoluinenl^ ; aud imdor ao loK a syateni the 
o^cial wm moderate, indeed^ who did not oversteji llicse rcaeonahlo 
limita. The kdrddr was not generally a Inu^ iiicuiiibeiit^ Instances 
have occurred^ audit fur examptej as Boghu Shah at Kati^ni;, where 
the idrddrhas lifild hia position for fifteen or twenty years; but he was 
a |>ersona! favourite with X^hiia SitinLp and owed bis protrnotod tenure 
to Lis Chiefs support. Taking tlio class geiiercilly^ a idrddr seldom stay ^ 
ed uiore than tlirea years. He obtained his oflice probpkbly liy the pay¬ 
ment of a large |u»p]iiaLiiry briboj and the same agency Lj which he had 
succeeded inonsUiig his predecesBor was o|i>eued toothers tn l>fl directed 
against himsetr. OeeaELoiially tlaa (>euple would re|-iair in form id able 
bodies to Lshoro and obtain iLa removiil of an obuoxTOUj kdrddr ^ so 
that, partly from Use venality of the Govemmenk and partly from the 
efiVet of their own viees^ they seldom bdd their office long. The hi>^r 
waa a judicial oa well as a liscal officer. He ivaa refl|K}USibio for the 
fiud aectirity of his Jurisdiction us w ell as for the reulizatiozi of 
tike reveiiue. But of nourae his lineal duUea were the moet im^>ortaiiL 
Corrupt judgments or au Jnefficicut [tolice were evik which might lie 
overlooked, even BUppoaing they excited aUeiitioni but a kdrddr m 
balance was an offend er ahiiost beyond the liojie of pardon^ Jlia chief 
busiuossi therefore, was to collect reveniiOt atid his daily rmitine of 
dtity 'vas to provide for tlic proper cultivation of the land* to euconr* 
nee I lie flagging hu&bpdman, oud to replacse, if possible, Uie deserter. 

HIb BiiergicB were entirely directed towards extending iho agrlciilturid 
resourci;* of the district, and the problem of his lifo was to maintain 
cuUivaiion at the I ugliest puBsilb lovel, aud at the sarae liuiH to keep 
the cultivator at the lowest paint of depressiou. 

Under imtive govcrumeiiL in the rich and highly irrigated Talleys Sikh rcfcacie 
of thisdistrict ihe Ooverzimeut dues have froin time immemorial Wn sy^t^3I^. 
levied in kind. The produce is certain xiud regular, iucJefteudetit of 
Uie caprice of tboBcaBons* Iti the KAngra vallav tlia proportion of 
grafu received by tlie Bute hnd heen found through a series of yearu 
to Tsrj so little that a fixed measure of produce both for Ibo aiiLuinn 
and spring LarvesSa was im|Jo&ed upon everv field, and grudueHy b^ 
came a pernianeiit iissessmcnl. This pmetioe had been in ro^ue for 
ages before the Sikis ooiiqnest It was probably devised by'^ene of 
the earlier Hitidd prince*. Its anliquity is so remote tlist the peoplo 
are igiioriuit of the auibor. For every field in the valley there is a 
fixid proportion of produce payable to Government; and &o carefully 
and equitably was tlds valuatiuii made^ and so ancient are thelaud^ 
marka tjiat coustitnte eneb field, that this elaborate a^sBiueat has 
lasted without a single instance of failure unto the present day, being 
fitdl, oven under the cash asaessmeuts of the British Seulement the

vaton. Tli« Sikhs fflund this arslcm m fore® on their conqneal of 
iho eetintty^ and they did notaubrert it. In orery village of Uia 
irallev there was a Ikothi or jfmnary, where the produce was cameii 
and Stored; and ns llie chief staple of the Talley is a finod^nption 
of nee wWch, PwliiwaT eicepted, is grown in uo other locality of 
the Punjab, the Govemmerit had no difficnlly in disposing of the 
grain. Rognlerly erery year the merchants won d come tip from 
the plains helow and carry off the rice. So profitable was the trade, 
that the Mrddra thotnselTes not unfreqnently spccnlatedon tlicir 
own flccoiint, and exported the rice of the valley, _ bringing back, on 

their return, the rook s*U of the Pi lid Dddan inincB. 

The aystem above described was confined entirely to tlifl NAngra 
vnllev. The valley of Harfpnr, which also poMCSses the nicana of 
abundant irrign lion, was nan ally leased _ out to farmers, who to© 
tlicir rents by division of tho crops, paying a fixed annual surn m 
money to the Govern modi ^rfrcJai*. 1 b oilier 
Itidanra and Klialran, the resident chaudMa had sufficient influeuw 
to seenr© tbe lease in their own nanics. They also levied their dues in 
kind, paving a money aBseesment to the Slate. In the ujdand par s 
of the district, destitute of artifidnl aid and depeiideot for their crops 
upon the peri^ical rains, the assess meat was aivvnys lu money. I o 
Hdrddr was too well aware of the vicissilndes of tlm seasons to place 
his faith on the actual resnlis of cnitivation. Eve^ village, lUer^ 
fore, was assessed at a fixed money demand, which called fl 
<iwH, and under ordinary cirenmstances was mamtaiiied uimltein^ 
for many Tears. hdIiI, indeed, the reclamation of new bnd. or the 
deterioratioUf the village resonreea, had made the burden uneqiial. 
It wftsobUined by eatimatlng Hie value at prevailiiig rates of iJiegrtiss 
yield of a villngo in a favourable year, and asaummg half tbo 

amount ns Ihe Government deroand. , . . , • ,i 

In excess ©f the revenue, tho hdrddr levied an cunn in Ik© 
rnpee, or six and a quarter per cent, ns kharach, or, coniiugenci^ 
This was not repaid to tho village officials hut appropriated pa my 
to his own expenses and partiv carried to Government credit, liio 
representntivo ©f the village Tied to snek his rcmimeratien froui 
other Bonrees. He either etigagod for the fiinn of Ins village, and 

obtained in this wise a precarious prohl. or else he was authormed 

to levy a certain percentage on ilio Goveminent revenue. The 
collections under the Sikh system were always in advance of toe 
harvest. Tlie spring demand commenced in iVoitralro, wliich 
wsually Ms about the end of March- The aulmnn Toveime was 
Tealix^ in Seplembcr, and frequently remitted to tlio luijrJm ^ 
the Datem festival, or end of Oeleber. The money was advanced 
ou tlio security of tli© coming crop, by capitalists who wiild 
dictate tlieir own tonus ; and thus tho people were depriveil ot the 
Icgitimato fruits of their industry. Reuiissiona'were owastonally 
given under OiO authority of Mitia Stngh. During tlie later days 
of tlio Bikli sovereignty these remissions frequently recurred, and 
were an absolute surrender of tho revenue, aud not merely suspen- 
ebni to bo subseniiieiitlv realised. 

Such was iho ontliuQ ©f the Si^h system of revenne as 
folLwcd iu ihii hills. As a gouend rule, iho demand was cnlcu- 
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Inted at the mte of Imlf tho gross prodtieOT tins proporlioa 

frc^qucntly exceeded hy llie impoaUion of other The 

burdens of the people wore as liear^ iu thej could bear. The 
utmost liiniLa of toleration had been aitAioed. A natj^^e Collector 
Iiowreirer, is too discreet to ruin his teimots- He knows that 
mdiscrimiiinte flcrerity is tnre re enlail eventual loiw. At the 
same time he will proceed to any length short of actoal des tract ton., 
will takedl he can witliont entlflngormg the security of the future^ 
His policy is to leave nothing but a bare aabeistence to the culti¬ 
vator of the soil^ and with tliia principle as his rule of practice 
all Iiis assess menu are moulded. By gradual experience the 
culpabilities of every village were ascertained, and llie demand 
became stationary at the hiohoat sum that could be paid without 
I’toaidve deUrioration* The Sikh assessment was generally equal, 
Tlio exceptions warn tliose in wliich personal Interest had counter^ 
balanced the enpidity of the Mrdutr^ and m the hills, which were 
inhabited by a foreign race possessing no Bjinpaihy with tlio Sikhs,^ 
such instances of exemptioa wore rare. Tlie GtirdeOf as a rule, 
was Jiorne by all alike, heavy indeed according to just aud Liberai 
principlesj but sUU impartittlly distributed. 

British Sittiement 

On the CPPsloTi of these bills in March ISIfl A.D,, n Summary 
Settlement for tbroo yeara was effected by Mr, John Lawrence^ 
the Commisfiioner of the Jalandhar Doab^ Sardi&r Lehua Singh, 
the ndzim of the territory, afarmed at tho commotions which 
were agitating hfs country, had retreated before the campaign to 
Benares, His brotheri Ranjadh Singh, the Commander at AKwal^ 
governal in his place, and delivered his fiscal papers, shewing the 
detail of villages anti the nnntial aBSB8Hment fixed upon each, to the 
Commis^ionor, On tbis rent-roll, revised and cliecied by local 
IQ formal ion, the Summary Sf^ttlemcut was completed. Four 
par^oNos, Kangra, Harijitir, Nidacm and Kdln, were settled by 
the Commbaioner in persoiii The fifths Nurpur, was made over 
to Lieu ten ant Lake, Assiitant Commissioner in charge of the 
districts The whole of tho details occupied less than a month, and 
during this period some hundred miles of country were traversed. 
The district was distributed into compact fiecal jiirfedictions, 
qu.vHEed ofiicers fippointed to ihe charge, the revised rent^roil 
prepared, ond all arrangements oompleted before the commence¬ 
ment of the official year, the 1st May 184fr47, 

As a general rule, the Summary Settlement was assessed at 
a reduction of ten per cent* on the Sikh revenue^ Ail anomalous 
and official {lerqIIbites were swept away, and the demand 
CDiisoliilated into a definite sum, for which eugajiemeiits were taken 
from the village representatives for a period of three yesTK The 
people were aummarily relieved of a number of miscellaneous 
imports which under the former syalem enhanced their burdeua 
and sabjected theni to constant molcstutton. On tho other hand, wo 
intrcKluced our own system, and charged the cost to the village com- 
mnnities. We appoinletl village office-bearers for tnanagement and 
account, and fixed Lhcemoluiueiiia of tho laitdiurddr at five per cent.

bronght to accede to the innevntrrn, Mr* Bumea writes ” tliLs men- 
snrcj elFected by the Commissioner, was attended with tbo most 
complete Rnccess^ The Settlement itself was the falreat and boat in 
the dial net, and the people are »o well satisfied with the change 
that they w'ould gladly puy a higher revenue than revert to- tlieir old 
sisngo* 3Iodey assessment lias left them masters within their own 
Fillago areas.

The 
mnn^y that th^sc men remitted to their families supplied fnnds to meet 
extraordinify diQcnlties, to replace agncnlinral stock, and to liqnidato tho 
Gorerameiiit revenue, which, under other circumstances, must haec fallen 
into arrears* This source of income lias now l.jeeo withdrawn. The Sikh 
establishments have been scattered to the winds^ and thoAc very men who, 
onder former Governments were the mainstay oE the district, are now 
sitting idle at home, enhamTing the burthens and contributing nothing to 
the generaL store. In Kdrpnr nnd Hnripnr there are thousands of men 
(1 wdte from poifitire informaLion) out of employ, born and bre^l to military 
wnriec, unpractised in and undisposed to any other occupation* However 
good aa ^Idiers, they are warthle.ss ns agricoltansts^ and instead of Ipeing 
An element of strength, they present an argument for moderating tluj 
roTenuc so as to suit their helpteis condition. 

But the tN^t proof oF all that the Satnmarr Settlement waa too high 
to last, is the fact that during ths years lM?-4^ and 1048-43 I wels obliged 
to grant remisebnsv In those two years the hills were visitod by a aerera 
and long contintied droughtp scarcity prevailed over all the unirrigated 
portion of the district, the cattle died for want of fodder and water, and ftir 
three sncccAiiive barrests not a crop was saved in tbo poor uplands of Kdr- 
pnr and NAdann. Those parts suHciod most which; were nearf^t to the 
plains, whde the interior districts, frcin? their noighlKwhcod to tho higher 
mountains, obtained an idditiciia] supply oF rain. The people were rednoed 
to great distress^ nnd in this emergniicy I applied f and received the 
sanction of the Comm[?sioncr to suspend sneh portions of the revenue as 
^e oimmsiances of the peojib might require. Accordingly f went abou^ 
investigating personally the condltioa and resources oF each ttrluJta ; and tho 
result was that I allowed suspensions, and the Oovernment so far acqojcs- 
ced in the preprifityoF these tneasnreA as to iqthorize the absolute renit^Icn 
of aJl the bulanceti.'^ 

Under these circumstances a Regular Settlement was sot on 
foot under Mr. Barnes, the Deputy OommiagioneT, in 184B; and his 
admimble report on tho operatioii^ was submitted in 1852. The 
term of Settkinent was originally fixed at 20 ycofs ; hut was Bub- 
Bcguentlv extended to 30 yeatB, to expire in 1879.

The simie reasons affect theaeecBSUicnt o[ the coastitnent villages of each 
faJ^a ; for the surface of the country is not a nnifomi levd ; the valley 
stopeg gradually From tho ba^ie of the Cham ha range towards the river Bids ; 
the tipper villages, though belonging to the same nin perhaps a 

thousand feet higher tlian the villages nt the other eactrumity. This difference 
of elevation mduces great variations of cl [mate. The com in tlic lowor pof^ 
tion of the valley is yellow and ready for the siokie while the crops under¬ 
neath the hills and not ten miles distaui are qmte gmn and immature. 
The temperature o-f the lower viElagea allows of the cnltivatfon of the sugar- 
cane and tlio hhest qualities of lioo; the estates at the head of tho vidloy are 
limited to wheats barley and the inferior aorts oF riw. In the adaptetion oF 
climate to agricnltunii development the lower Tillaged posscsB a dsciilod 
advantage. Tlicy are obo more aoccssihle and nearer to the nuirhets of the 
district. On the other haodp the villages nearest the hills are most 
contiguous to the supplies of water for the purposes of irngatbn ; they 
take ibeir wonU fiistp and . are always certam of whatever qniintity they 
DSittlre. Tho lower villages must woit in expectation;—frequently they 
imnnot command the water when tJiere is the greatest demand for it; the 
supply ifl always mere precarious and more limited than In tho villages 
fiitnatad above them. All these considerations of climate^ accessibility and 
relative means of irngutioi, have a palpable inffuence in deiurtnining the rates 
of a.wssmctit, and will account for the wide extremes between wliieh tbo 
village fluctuate. 

In m district whtre so many camro nnknown to Settlfiment experience 
openited to derange onlinaiy calcalntiorLs^ the past payments for a aen'es of 
years obviouslv offoni the most prucilcal and trustworthy date for futurfl 
Assessment fn the Kangra volley Ihere were great facilities for compiling 
such a record ; tho pAyments of eveiy village had been made in gTain, nt 
rates which bad prevailed frriui the earlit»st ttme^ ; the grain had been stored 
by Government at tlie viDage gratiary ketUf and sold wholeiule to Punjab 
traders. The only pnocesa necessary was to convert th« recelids into niouej 
■JXording to tbc cnrrefit prices of tho yean A schedule of tie prices for the 
sixteen years preceding the Settlement was oRaiued from the principal 
market town of each taJuia and tho average collections of each village wora 
at once compiled.

Tho subject of forest CO user vane v isj, therefore, one of great importnnoe, 
and tbe following summary of its history b extracted from Mr* Ly oiri

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“ From Mr. Bnints’ Revenue Report for the year 184&-49 it b evident 
tbai Boinc forest conservancy ruba were in force in Kingta from annexation. 
They were based on the old practice of the iliotrictp which reated on tbe fact 
that waste or foreat bads were the property of the Raja or the State.

occnpniits and owners of lend! get what timber and ftiel fchi*y really r^uire For 
domestic and agricnliural purposes. The powers eonlorred nos so sweeping thntj 
if enforced to their full eixtont, they would reilueo the proprietorship of forest 
Janda by rndlviduaLj or communities to an olmf^ nominal mtere^. The 
Chiel Comtnis^iouer, in submittiJig them, temnfked that they would not bo 
too strictly carried out, and that the extent of interference proposed was war¬ 
ranted by the maniU'iai power over bill forests pertaining by cnatom to Indian 
Governments. 

The Govcmop-Gcneral m Conneit, in sanctioning the mles, remarked that, 
from a European point of view, they would appear of an arisitraiy character,

Elphinstone, who draws his account from E'eriahto, describes it 
enriched by the offerings of a long succession of Ufudu priii- 
ces and the depository of most of the wealth of the neighbour¬ 
hood.^'* The treasure carried off by Mabraiid m staled to have been 
700,000 golden dindrs^ ^ 700 of gold and silver plate,

aud 20 mans of jewob, including pearls, corals, diaiuondfl, and

At the time of the British annesatiou, the lieAd-quarters of the 
hill district were ns a macter of course fixed at Ellugrap but the attrac- 
tiong of Dharmsalu oaco discovered, the fata of tbo older capital wna 
only a question of time j and, ng has been already related, thi head- 
qiiartcra of the district were finally transferred to Dharmsalu in 1655* -

Dharmssla is a bill station, u iiiimidpalitj of the first ckse, and Town of DLniui- 
the administratiTe head-quarters of the uistricC It lies in latitude 
82^ 15" 42' north, longitude 76'' 22" 46^ east, and has a population 
(in Fehrufity 1881) of 5>822 souk, inclusire of caotounieutfl. 

Dhanuaila lies on a spur of the Dh5o][i DJiar, 16 miles north-east of 
Kingra, in the midst of wild and picturesque scenery. It takes its 
name from an old Hindu sauctuan,*, and originuJIy formed a sub¬ 
sidiary cantonment for the troops stationed at Kangra. The atfllioa 
DharmedIft was first occupi^ in 1849, when a site was required 
for a cantonment to accommodate u Native Begimeut which was 
ut llie time being raised in the dislricL The fort at Kangrft, then 
the head-quarters of the districtf was IiiIIy occupied by itHgarriaon; 
and the high ground around it ecarcelj a Horded sufficient space for 
the reqniremeuU of the civil station ; still le^ would it have sufiiceil 
for a miiitary c&utonment| while the low ground of the surrounding 
valloys would liavq heen unhealthy* A site for the cautouoieut was 
therefore souglit on the slope ol the Dbaolu Dhar, and was found in a
